Tuesday, January 1, 1901 

Got up too late to spend the day in Elmira. We sat up and saw the old 
century out. Mamma and Papa (Cassada) were in Towanda, so Belle and I 
prepared the New Years dinner. Mamma and Papa came back that night. 

Wednesday, January 2, 1901 

No entry. 

Thursday, January 3, 1901 

I came back to Towanda. 

Friday, January 4 to Thursday, January 31, 1901 

No entries. 

Friday, February 1, 1901 
Everything (is the) same as usual. 
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Saturday, February 2, 1901 

Started out and gave lessons all day. Got home a little early. Went to call 
upon Miss Kelley. Came back (and) had supper then went over to choir 
rehearsal. 

(ED: the "call upon Miss Kelley," would seem to indicate this girl was living 
in Towanda. According to the 1900 census, there are several Miss "Kelleys" 
in Bradford County but none in Towanda. There is, however, one lone Miss 
"Kelly" in the village, and she is Helen Josepha Kelly , later Spalding, the 
sister of Annie's future husband Frank Kelly. Aunt Jo would have been 
twenty five years old at the time and single. If she was, indeed, the piano 
student mentioned here, this might be how Frank and Annie met, though this 
is speculation. There is the possibility there may have been another Miss 
Kelley/Kelly in Towanda then, but she doesn't show up in the census). 

Sunday, February 3, 1901 

Went to church (and) sang in (the) choir. Stayed to Sunday school. Played 
the organ for (Flora A.) Demming (and?) Miss (Mildred) Smith (and?) Miss 
(Margaret) Lewis. Came home (and) had dinner. Wrote to Anna B. also to 
Anna (F.) Elsbree. Went to League (and) was pianist then stayed to church. 

{ED: Franklin Deming (b. 1857) was a music teacher. He and wife Flora A. 
(b. 1864) lived at 214 Chestnut Street in Towanda in 1900. They are the 
only Demings in Towanda then, so Flora is probably the one referred to 
here. In the February 14 entry, Annie mentioned Mrs. A. C. Smith. Alva C . 
(1845-1912) and IsabeUa (1856-1910) Smith had a daughter named Mildred, 
so I'm assuming she is the "Miss Smith" mentioned here. Alva was a 
merchant, and the family lived at 335 York Avenue. They had a son and 
another daughter. They were members of the First United Methodist 
Church of Towanda, and both Alva and Isabella are both buried in Oak Hill. 
Thirteen-year-old Margaret A. Lewis' father James (b. 1842) was a plumber. 
With wife Emma (b. 1848) and the five other children in the household in 
1900, they lived at 210 William Street and were also members of the First 
United Methodist Church in Towanda. Margaret was bom in June, 1887. 
The family attended the First United Methodist Church in Towanda. I'm 
tempted to conclude the Anna B. is a Benedict, but there's not enough to go 
on. Though not in the 1900 census, there is a three-year-old Anna Ellsbree 
(b. July, 1877) in the 1880 Towanda census. We'll assume for the moment 
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Anna married by 1900. No street address for 1900 was listed for her and her 
parents, lawyer Llewellyn Ellsbree (1850-1887) and Phebe (nee Curtis). He 
appears to be buried alone on the Oak Hill Cemetery } . 

Monday, February 4, 1901 

(I) practiced as usual, etc. (and in the) P.M. went up to Mrs. Dietrick's for a 
German lesson. Was invited that evening to Mrs. (May) Rooker's for tea. 
Later, we came down to a League business meeting. I played a (piano) solo, 
accompanied Miss (Charlotte) Young, Miss (Mildred?) Smith and Mr. 
Rooker. Came home (and) found Ben Weller and wife here (from Troy, 
PA). 

{ED: the most likely German teacher was Elise Dittrich (1852-1931), or so 
the spelling is in the 1900 Towanda census. She and husband William B. 
(1823-1909) lived at 324 York Street then. Both were from Seehausen, 
Thurigen, Germany, though Elise was born in Cawnpore, India. Both are 
buried in the Oak Hill Cemetery in Towanda along with William's first wife. 
Charlotte L. Young (1883-1919), sixteen, lived with her parents William J. 
(1837-1907) and Harriett E. Young (1853-1935) at 501 Third Street. 
William was a lawyer. There were two other daughters in the family. Near 
her parents, Charlotte is buried in Oak Hill in Towanda and thus must never 
have married. As you can see, she was only thirty-six when she died. Her 
mother outlived her. William W. (1859-1920) and May L. (1859-1914) 
Rooker lived on Locust Street in Towanda in 1900, though no specific 
address was given. In 1910 they were living at 18 Locust Avenue. They 
attended the First United Methodist Church in Towanda. Widowed William 
was listed at 13 Locust Avenue in 1920. Their son, George Newberry 
Rooker, was sixteen years old in 1900. He was bom July 1, 1883. I believe 
he may have dated my grandmother. Fanny A. Rooker was fourteen-years- 
old in 1900. William and Mary are buried in Oak Hill, though none of their 
children apparently were. Benjamin (1865-1948) and Mary Frieda ? (nee. 
Grant, 1866-1935) Weller lived in Troy, Pennsylvania in 1900. He was a 
farmer. Both are buried in the Hilton Cemetery in West Burlington}. 

Tuesday, February 5, 1901 

Had a big crowd to breakfast (and?) to dinner. I practiced (the piano) as 
usual. Ben and Mary (Weller) went home. I was invited to Mrs. (Ora) 
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Westgate('s) for tea. Mr. (Eli) Ingerham came. We all went to the "glass 
blowers" then came home. 

{ED: Benjamin H. (b. 1866) and Ora (nee. Andrews, b. 1870) Westgate had 
a daughter by the name of Mara, and she was seven years old in 1900. 
Benjamin and Ora were married in 1889, and both were residents of Canton 
at the time. Annie refers to her as Marion, and she was one of her piano 
students. Marion Westgate was bom February 4, 1893. They lived at 201 
Pine Street, and Benjamin was a drug clerk. They were members of the First 
Presbyterian Church in Canton. Marion later married Robert Lindley. Eli 
(b. 18457-1922) and Emma (b. 1854) Ingerham are the only people with that 
name in Bradford County in 1900. They lived in Leroy, though street 
address was given. He was a day laborer and a Civil War veteran}. 

Wednesday, February 6, 1901 

(In the) evening, I went to the church to the young ladies' social (and) played 
a solo (and) was encored. Had a very pleasant time. Mr. Dayton and wife 
came here after(ward). I excused myself and went to bed. 

{ED: George A. (1849-1913) and Deborah (nee, Kykendall, 1861-1931) 
Dayton lived in the area of 216? to 214 North Main Street in Towanda 
according to the 1900 census. The First United Methodist Church of 
Towanda records have them variously on South Main Street, 217 York 
Avenue, and 8 William Street. George was a church trustee. They married 
in 1880. He was a flour mill manager, and they had four children in 1900. 
George and Deborah are buried in Oak Hill in Towanda along with all their 
sons and, I think, a daughter. The wives of George and Seth, and perhaps 
Paul, are there, too, as well as, I think, four grandchildren and their wives 
and a great-grandson. It appears, based on death dates, that a son and a 
grandson died in World War II } . 

Thursday, February 7, 1901 

(I) went up to Mrs. (Mary) Westgate's on an errand. Had dinner (and) 
studied German. Mr. Trapp came for me to go for a sleigh ride. Had a very 
nice ride. Had supper. Had a call from Myra Abel and Miss Holland. Went 
to (a) prayer meeting in (the) evening.

{ED: the only Trapp in Towanda in 1900 was George Trapp (1867-1949), a 
thirty-one-year-old shoe salesman who boarded at Sarah Van Fleet's at 12 
State Street, north side. He would have been about nine years older than 
Annie, so a dating relationship would seem unusual, especially in those 
days. George would marry Mildred Drake in 1906. The United Methodist 
Church records have them living at 21 Huston Street, though the dates aren't 
clear. Both are buried in the Park Cemetery in Canton. The only name close 
to Mvra Abel in all of Bradford County in 1900 is Myra Abell (Mary?, 
1890-1979). Her mother, Harriet E. (nee Ball, 1855-1941), was a widowed 
school teacher. Father Caleb (1843-1897) died at the relatively young age of 
fifty four. Myra was a milliner and single at age 23. They lived at 508 
Second Street in Towanda. There is an indication she married a man named 
Robert C. Vain in 1908, but she appears to be buried with her parents, 
brother and sister in Oak Hill, and her maiden name is listed. Neither Breed 
nor Vain are mentioned in the First United Methodist Church records. This 
is all very tentative, because there's a Myra Abell Breed (1877-1945) also 
buried in Oak Hill. If the correct Abell family is Harriet's, they were 
members of the First United Methodist Church of Towanda. I could find no 
"Miss" Hollands in Towanda in 1900, though there were seven others in 
Bradford County. None of the above people appear to be buried in Oak 
Hill}. 

Friday, February 8, 1901 

(I) went out for a sleigh ride. Took the (Rosengrant) children to school. 
Pretty nearly froze my fingers. Came in and did some practicing (and then) 
had dinner. While at dinner, George Rooker came and asked me to go for a 
sleigh ride but could not accept. I went in (the) evening to the high school 
(and) played (piano) before the Teachers' Association. 

Saturday, February 9, 1901 

Gave my lessons as usual. Did not go to choir rehearsal but went sleigh- 
riding. 

Sunday, February 10, 1901 

(I) went to church but did not sing in the choir. Stayed to Sunday school 
(and) taught a class of boys (then) came home (and) had dinner. Went to 
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bed and (fell) asleep. Got up (and) went to church (and) sang in (the) choir 
(then) came home. 

Monday, February 11, 1901 

Had a letter from Mamma. In (the) P.M., I went up for my German lesson. 
Got home about six (then) had supper. Gave Mary (Rosengrant) her lesson. 
Had a call (i.e., visit) from Mr. Rooker and Fanny (Rooker). 

Tuesday, February 12, 1901 

(The) baby (Judson Rosengrant?) was sick. Eva couldn't get to Canton, so I 
got ready and went in her place with Jud (and?) Mr. and Mrs. Rooker. (We) 
started (at) half past one (and) got in Canton near six. I went up to Mrs. 
(Mina?) Harding('s). Mrs. Ayers came down to church with me, then we 
went home. Had a fine visit together and went to bed quite late. 

{ED: there was only one Harding family in Canton in 1900. Curtis (1862- 
1935) and Mina (1866-1952) Harding lived on Center? Street there. His 
occupation looks like commercial hauler. They are listed in the 1900 Canton 
Borough directory, and the abbreviation for his occupation translates as 
"com trav," though the transcription on the Joyce Tice website does indicate 
what that was. They had two daughters. Curtis and Mina are buried in the 
Park Cemetery in Canton. Curtis was a Republican. There are several 
Ayers in Towanda and North Towanda}. 

Wednesday, February 13, 1901 

Had breakfast. Had a little visit then sat down to play Crockaro? with Mr. 
and Mrs. H(arding) and Mr. Ayres?. (I) was playing there when Ernest 
came up. He stayed about an hour and a half (then) went home. We had 
dinner, then I went down to Baldwin's. On my way down, I called to (on 
the?) Brigham's. We started back for Towanda (and) got there about six. 
Had supper (and) went then to a Valentine social. (I) played a solo, and I 
accompanied C(harlotte). Young. (I) played a duet with Harriet Obenauer 
(and then) came home and went to bed tired. 

{ED: I believe the Baldwins mentioned here are Rufus (1857-1923) and 
Celestia (1856-1939) Baldwin of Addison, New York, though I'm not sure 
what Annie's connection was with the village to which she would move 
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later. They are mentioned in the 1923 diary. It appears Rufus was involved 
in the furniture business. The Baldwins lived on Maple Street in Addison, 
the same one Annie and husband Frank would live beginning in 1922. 
Living near them were a number of other people Annie would mention in 
her 1920s diaries. Rufus and Lettie are buried in the Addison Rural 
Cemetery. According to the 1900 Towanda census, Harriet Obenaur was the 
twelve-year-old daughter of Christopher (1854-1950) and Marion C. (1860- 
1944) Obenaur. They lived then at 1 10 State Street in Towanda on the north 
side of the street and were members of the First United Methodist Church in 
Towanda, though the church records have them on Main Street at some 
point. Christopher was a butcher, and he and his parents were bom in 
Germany. He came to the United States in 1870. Both Christopher and 
Marion are buried in Oak Hill } . 

Thursday, February 14, 1901 

Same as usual in (the) P.M. Gave my lessons then was invited to Mrs. 
A(lvin). C. (Isabelle M.) Smith's for tea (with?) Mrs. (May L.) Rooker, 
(Lou) Fell, (Nora) Fanning, Wells, Kaiser, B. Smith, Braund, Myra Smith 
and Mrs. Leonard of Troy, Penn. Came home (at) half past nine. Sat up a 
while then went to bed. 

{ED: I'm not sure where the commas go in that list of names. Ulysses M. 
(1860-1931) and Louise Elhot (1861-1929) Fell lived at a street number 
higher than 214 North Main Street near the Daytons. Ulysses was a 
bookkeeper. No children were listed in the 1900 Towanda census, and both 
are buried in the Oak Hill Cemetery. They were members of the First 
United Methodist Church in Towanda, the records of which have them 
living at 105 York Avenue at some unspecified date. Nora Fanning (1854- 
1925) is the only person in Towanda with this name in the 1900 census. She 
was widowed from husband John (1843-1899) for just one year in 1900 and 
living at an unidentified address with her seven children. Eldest son John 
was listed as a farmer. Nora and her husband are buried in St. Peter and 
Paul Parish Cemetery in North Towanda. I could find no Fells in Oak Hill. 
There are at least three possibilities in Towanda for Wells. Perhaps this is a 
long shot, but the only person in Towanda close to Kaiser is William Keyser 
a widowed plaster mason. He had four children living at home at 207? 
Western Ave. This may not be the Kaiser mentioned above, as one would 
think Annie was hosting a female } . 
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Friday, February 15, 1901 

(I) got up (and) wrote a letter to Mamma then practiced. Had dinner then 
went down to the Post Office. Came back (and) done (sic, did?) some 
writing, etc. (At) 10:30, (I) gave a lesson to Miss Myer (then) had dinner. 
(At) 4:00, 1 gave Emma Bonnie her lesson then went up to Rebecca 
(Blackwell)'s for the same purpose (and) got home a little after six. Went 
down to the telephone to speak with Rome (New York?) for Judson. Came 
home (and) played a game then retired. 

{ED: Emma Bonney, nine years old according to the 1900 census, was the 
daughter of Carl G. (1863-1934) and Mercv (1866-1936) Bonney. Her 
father was a hotel proprietor, and they lived at the Park Street Hotel in 1900. 
Rebecca B. Blackwell (1884-1941) was the daughter of Alfred C. (1848- 
1940) and Emma J. (1850-1929), and they lived at 210 Chestnut Street near 
the Demings. Alfred, a merchant, and Emma had another daughter and two 
sons, and they were members of the First United Methodist Church in 
Towanda. Rebecca was seventeen-years-old at the time of the 1900 census. 
Neither she nor her sister Lillian M. (1877-1902) ever married, and they are 
buried with their parents in Oak Hill } . 

Saturday, February 16, 1901 

Got up quite early. Copied my (German?) grammar, most of it, then went 
out for lessons. Got home (at) almost noon, had dinner then went out again. 
Got home early (and) did some writing. Mrs. Braund came to invite Eva and 
I to a party (on) the 20*. Had supper. Did not have choir rehearsal as the 
city water pipes were broken. Myra B. Smith came after I went to the 
library for a book. I got "White Aprons." I read then went to bed. 

{ED: There are a number of Braund possibilities in Towanda in the 1900 
census and in the Oak Hill Cemetery, and so it's difficult to say who's being 
mentioned here. Though this may be a slender reed, there is a photograph in 
the Hay-Ott collection of a Sarah Braund with Floy Lilley, the latter girl 
introduced in the March 25 entry. Sarah (1879-1954) is apparently buried 
with her parents Thomas Reed (1854-1939) and Jessie Noble (1855-1924) 
Braund in the Oak Hill Cemetery. The 1900 census has them and twenty- 
year-old unmarried Sarah living at 219 State Street. This puzzles me, 
because in a photograph of her, she's wearing what appears to be a wedding 
ring. Thomas worked in a meat market. The 1920 and 1930 censuses have 
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Sarah still living at home, single and no occupation listed for her. The 1900 
census, however, has her as a vocal music student, which may represent 
some connection with my grandmother. Sarah appears to be buried in Oak 
Hill with her parents under her maiden name. Again, this may not be the 
Braund family mentioned here, but at least it's something to go on. Myra B. 
Smith (1873), twenty-five, was the single daughter of William H. (1839- 
1923) and Eunice L. (1844-1923) Smith. William was a merchant. They 
lived at 361 York Avenue in 1900, near the Alva Smiths who were at 335. 1 
can't find them in Oak Hill. Interestingly, the novel White Apron was by 
Maud Wilder Goodwin who evidently wrote historical novels about real 
people!}. 

Sunday, February 17, 1901 

(We) got up (and) had our breakfast (and) got ready for church (then) went 
(and) sang in (the) choir. Stayed to Sunday school and after (that) to the 
class meeting. Came home (and) had dinner then read all the afternoon then 
went to League and church. Came home (and) went to bed. 

Monday, February 18, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast and then went upstairs to do my work up. Went 
down and practiced then (went) over to Mrs. (Ora) Westgate's. Came back 
(and) had dinner (then) got ready and went up to Mrs. Dietrick's. Rode back 
with Walter Dayton (and) got home (at) half past five (and) found a letter 
from Mamma (then) had supper. Was reading when Myra Abell came. I 
then went to church. Came home, read and then went to bed. 

{ED: in 1900, Walter Dayton (18867-1944) was the nineteen-year-old son of 
the George and Deborah Dayton mentioned in the February 6 entry. He may 
have died in World War II}. 

Tuesday, February 19, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. Got a letter from Anna B(enedict?). then went 
in and practiced an hour. Did my work upstairs then went over to the church 
(and) practiced an hour on the pipe organ. Had dinner (then) got dressed 
then read until four then went to give Anna Dean her lesson. Came home 
(and) had supper. I stayed home for Eva to go to church and (read?) my 
book through (then) went to bed. 
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{ED: Anna Dean (1891-1968) was the nine-year-old daughter of John H. 
(1853-1919) and Anna Dean (Strong, 1859-1928). John was a clothing 
merchant, and the family, including an older daughter Catherine, lived at 
511 Third Street in Towanda in 1900. Anna eventually married John A. L. 
Meredith (1888-1946). They are all, except maybe Catherine, buried in the 
Oak Hill Cemetery in Towanda. Anna's father having died in 1919, 1 
believe his wife, Anna's mother, remarried a man named Strong}. 

Wednesday, February 20, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. Done (sic, did) some mending. Mrs. (May) 
Rooker came, and I went down to South Towanda to the dressmakers with 
her. (I) came home (and) finished my mending (then) had dinner. I then 
dressed (and) gave Miss Hall her lesson then went up to (the) Rooker' s (and) 
gave Fanny (Rooker her lesson?), then George (Rooker) drove over with his 
mother, and we (went) to Mrs. Braund's to a big party. There were about 35 
(people) invited. We had an elegant supper and an enjoyable time. Came 
home at almost ten (and) went to bed. Had a letter from Manrnia. 

(ED: there are around three "Miss Hall" possibilities in Towanda in 1900). 

Thursday, February 21, 1901 

Got up (and) was late to breakfast, then afterward I went right to practicing. 
Afterward I went down (and) ordered some music (then) came back (and) 
studied my German. (I) had dinner (then) came up to dress. Then, (I) went 
up to Mabel Bennett's and gave her (a) lesson. Then, she came down, (and) 
we went over to Fanny Rooker' s, then (we) all came downtown together. 
(We) had supper then went to prayer meeting. (Then, I) came home (and) 
went to bed. 

{ED: Mabel S. Bennett (b. 1885) was the fifteen-year-old daughter of James 
(1858-1910), merchant, and Josephine H. (nee, Kramer) Bennett (1858- 
1908). They hved at 27 Watts (?) Street in Towanda in 1900. Both James 
and Josephine are buried in Oak Hill } . 
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Friday, February 22, 1901 



(We) got up (and) had our breakfast (then) went downtown (and) got 
material for a fancy white gown. Miss Myer came, (and) I gave her (a) 
lesson. Worked around then had dinner. Jud hitched up (a rig?, and) 1 took 
(Jud's?) Aunt Mary and Eva up to the school to the exercises then took Jud 
(and?) came back and gave Celia (Dewey?) (her) lesson. Had supper. I 
finished my apron. Stayed home from church and read then went to bed. 

(ED: Celia presents us with a problem. The only one mentioned in the entire 
1900 Bradford County census is Celia Dewey, and she was a domestic living 
with Jud and Eva Rosengrant, my grandmother's sister and brother-in-law. a 
good connection. However, Annie refers to a Celia Nemicks, or something 
very close to that spelling, in her diary. A very likely explanation is that a 
Celia Dewey, 23, of Mainesburg, PA, married Varley Merrick, 27 of 
Towanda on August 14, 1901. The bride's parents were George and Helen 
Dewey). 

Saturday, February 23, 1901 

Got up early (and) had breakfast then started out to give lessons. Gave three 
(and then) came home (and) had dinner. Went out again, (and) 1 gave four 
more. Came back (and) had supper, then 1 dressed, as 1 was invited up to 
Mrs. (May) Rooker's to a party and for the evening. We came home about 
half past eleven (and) went to bed tired. 

Sunday, February 24, 1901 

(I) had breakfast (and then) went to church and Sunday School. Came home 
(and) had dinner (then) went to bed. Read and went to sleep. Got up (and) 
went to League and church. Came home (and) had lunch (and) went to bed. 

Monday, February 25, 1901 

Got up (and) had my breakfast (then) went to practicing. Had dinner (and) 
got dressed, and Jud took me up to Mrs. Dietrick's for my German (lesson). 
I got back home (at) half past five. Miss Gordon (Gordan?) came to invite 
Eva and I to her mother's musicale Thursday next, Feb 28. I had supper 
then wrote a letter to Anna, read and went to bed. 
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{ED: Ruth Gordon (1881-1960) is mentioned later in Annie's 1901 diary. 
Alfred (1856-1937) and Mary Margaret (1854-1914) Gordon had a nineteen- 
year-old daughter by that name. Alfred was a letter carrier. Ruth was listed 
in the 1900 Towanda census as a teacher. There were five other children, 
and they lived at 206 Chestnut Street, across the street from the Blackwells 
and near the Dyes. Ruth must never have married, as she is buried with her 
parents in Oak Hill, and her maiden name is listed there}. 

Tuesday, February 26, 1901 

Had breakfast (then) went upstairs to do my work, practiced, (then) had 
dinner. (In the) P.M., I dressed (and) went down to see about things for my 
musicale. Came home, (and) Sue Pratt came (and) stayed a long time then(, 
I) went up to Annie (Anna) Dean's and gave her a lesson. Came home (and) 
gave Mary (Rosengrant?) her lesson. Had supper (and) got ready (and) went 
up to (the) Dean's to a social. Went to supper with George Rooker and 
came home (and) went to bed. 

{ED: in the 1900 census. Sue M. Pratt (b. 1882) was the eighteen-year-old 
single daughter of Daniel Leonard (1853-1925) and Myra E. (1876-1933) 
Pratt. They lived at 6 Mix? Avenue, between River and North Main Streets 
then. They were members of the First United Methodist Church of 
Towanda, the records of which have them at 1 13 Main Street at an 
undetermined date. Daniel was a physician. Dr. Pratt and Myra are both 
buried in the Oak Hill Cemetery in Towanda. She was widowed, living 
alone and working as a saleslady in 1930. Single and living at home in 
1910, Sue disappears beginning 1920. She probably married. Daniel and 
Charles Manville Pratt (1859-1936) were both sons of Catherine I. Abell 
(1828-1907) and David Shepard (1826-1896) Pratt. They were both 
physicians, as was their father. Charles Manville is also in Oak Hill. See 
entry for March 5 } . 

Wednesday, February 27, 1901 

Had breakfast, (then) I went and gave some invitations? Came?. Eva and I 
drove? nearly all the forenoon. Came home (and) had dinner, then I went 
(and) made arrangements for my musicale in the evening. I went down to 
Mrs. (Myra) Pratt's to try the piano, as 1 was going to play at the musicale 
(there). Came home and soon went to bed. 
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Thursday, February 28, 1901 



(We) got up (and) had our breakfast, then I did some errands (and then) 
came home (and) dressed for the musicale. Eva and I went at eleven 
o'clock. We did not get home until after three in (the) P.M. I came home, 
changed my dress (then) went (and) gave Mabel Bennett's and Marion 
Kingsley's lessons. Came home (and) stayed home the rest. Went to (a) 
prayer meeting (and then) went to bed tired. 

{ED: The spelling on the Kingsley girl in the 1900 Towanda census is 
Mariam (b. 1890), so I'll stick with that. She was the ten-year-old daughter 
of Frank J. (1858-1932) and Lydia (1858-1942) Kingsley. Frank was a 
dentist. Interestingly, he was the partner of Annie's future father-in-law, 
William Boss Kelly. The Kingsley's lived at 7 Mix? Avenue, across the 
street, I think, from the Pratts } . 

Friday, March 1, 1901 

Went downtown (and) looked to see if everything was ready for the 
musicale. Went to (the) greenhouse. Came back (and) helped to prepare 
everything (then) had dinner. Jud went to (the) station to meet (Annie's 
sister) Belle (Cassada), but she didn't come, but (I) got a telegram from her 
saying she would come down at four. 1 had Emma Bonnie's and Rebecca 
(Blackwell?)'s lessons to give. Eva went to meet Belle. She came down in 
the Black Diamond (train). We had supper, then came the musicale. There 
were about thirty (people) present (and we) had a very nice time. 
Everything went off lovely. 

Saturday, March 2, 1901 

Did not get up until late, (and we) had our breakfast, then Belle and I went 
downtown (then) came back (and) had dinner, then I went to teaching. Got 
home about four, then Belle drove (us?) all over town. (We) came home 
(and) had supper then went to choir rehearsal. (I) came home (and) went to 
bed. 
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Sunday, March 3, 1901 



(I) got up, (and) we found that all the rest were not up, so Belle, Aunt Mary 
and I went up to the Catholic Church to Mass. (We) came home (and) had 
breakfast, then we went to church, Sunday School and class? meeting. 
Came home (and) had dinner, visited, (and then) went to League and church. 
Came home, visited, (and) went to bed. 

Monday, March 4, 1901 

(I) got up at four o'clock in (the) morning. Belle went home. Aunt Mary 
and Frances (Rosengrant?) went with her, and Celia (Dewey) went to 
Mainesburg?, so we are quite alone. Had dinner (and then) went up to Mrs. 
Dietrick for (my) German (lesson). Got home (at) five o'clock. Rode down 
with Jud. Had supper (and) Mrs. Rooker came. I went over to the church to 
(a) teachers' meeting (then) came home (and) went to bed. 

Tuesday, March 5, 1901 

Got up bright and early (and) had breakfast done and (also) work. I 
practiced some and read. Got a letter from Katherine (Pratt?). Had dinner, a 
good one, too. (With the) work done, (I) gave Mary (Rosengrant?) her 
lesson. I didn't go out. Had supper (and got) work done. Eva went down to 
the Presbyterian Church to a lecture. I read then went to bed. 

{ED: as mentioned in the February 26 entry, Catherine Abell Pratt was 
married to David Shepard Pratt. Seventy-one year-old Catherine was listed 
as living with her twenty-three-year-old granddaughter Catherine H. Pratt (b. 
1877) in the 1900 Towanda census, husband David having died four years 
earlier in 1896. They were living at 1 13 Main Street. The woman 
mentioned here is almost surely Sue Pratt's grandmother. Catherine Pratt 
Abell died in September, 1907. She had been a member of the First United 
Methodist Church in Towanda. David and Catherine's daughter Isabella, 
Pratt Rendall, i. e., Daniel and C Manville's sister, was listed in the 1914 
Woman's Who's Who in America ). 

Wednesday, March 6, 1901 

Got up rather late, though got the work done. Eva went downtown, (and 
she?) got some cloth for my skirt, a ruffle. Had dinner, (then) I went to work 
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and cut the ruffle and nearly got it hemmed. I then dressed (and) went up to 
(the) Rooker's and to John Dunfee. Came home (and) had supper. Eva 
went over to the church to supper, then we all went to bed tired. 

{ED: Seven-year-old John Frey Dunfee (b. 1892) was the son of Frank B. 
(1866-1907) and Ida A. (1871-1938) Dunfee. They also had daughter and 
lived at 20 William Street in 1900, though church records has this as 206 
William Street. Frank was a day laborer. They were members of the First 
United Methodist Church in Towanda. An interesting (and tragic) sidelight: 
John Dunfee eventually became a dentist, and his first practice was on 
Bridge Street in Towanda. The Sullivan Review of November 13, 1952 
reported that Dr. Dunfee was found dead in his car along a road eight miles 
north of Delaware Water Gap. It reported he suffered from a heart 
condition } . 

Thursday, March 7, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. Eva washed, and I ironed, (and we) had dinner. 
I went up to Mabel Bennett's to give a lesson (and also) gave Marion 
(Mariam) Kingsley one, too. Came home, (and we) had our supper. I went 
to (a) prayer meeting (and) came home tired enough to go to bed. 

Friday, March 8, 1901 

I got up pretty tired and sore (and) had breakfast. I ironed some (and then) 
went downtown. Came back and sewed and practiced and done (sic, did) 
work upstairs. Went up (and) gave Mrs. (Myra) Pratt a lesson and gave 
some more. Had supper and went to bed quite early. 

Saturday, March 9, 1901 

(We) got up (and) had our breakfast. I then went out giving lessons (and) 
gave them all day. It rained. (I) got through about six. Had supper work 
done (and) went over to choir rehearsal. Came back (and) went to bed. 

Sunday, March 10, 1901 

(We) got up (and) had our breakfast. Mary stayed home with the baby 
(Judson). Eva and I both went to church. I sang but was getting an awful 
cold. I stayed to Sunday School but came home before class meeting. Had 
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our dinner work done. I read nearly all the P.M. I was feeling so badly that 
I did not go to church in the evening but stayed home with the baby. They 
came home. I went to bed. 

Monday, March 11, 1901 

(I) got up but did not feel very well. I got my German (homework done?). 
Had dinner, (then) I got ready (and) went up to Mrs. Dietrick (and) gave her 
(the homework?) and she helped me some. We were invited up to Billy 
Smith's. I went on up there from Mrs. Dietrick's. I did not feel well at all, 
but I managed to stay the evening out. Got home and got to bed as soon as 
possible. 

(ED: assuming "Billy" is a youngster, the only real possibility in 1900 
Towanda was William Smith, eleven, the son of Frank and Ida. His father 
was a laborer, and they lived about 715 Main Street). 

Tuesday, March 12, 1901 

Got partly dressed (and then) I discovered that I was all broken out with the 
measles. I went back to bed (and) stayed until Eva got a bed fixed 
downstairs, then I went down. 

Wednesday, March 13, 1901 

(I) was still in bed with the measles. 

Thursday, March 14, 1901 

(I) was still in bed. 

Friday, March 15, 1901 

(I was) still in bed. Had several calls. 

Saturday, March 16, 1901 

(I) was still in bed but got up a few minutes in the P.M. Had several calls. 
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Sunday, March 17, 1901 

Eva did not go to church. I got up and went to the dining room for dinner 
then went back to bed. Got up a while in the evening, too. 

Monday, March 18, 1901 

Jud drove down on the river with his mother. I sat up a while in (the) P.M. 

Tuesday, March 19, 1901 

Eva washed. I sat up nearly all day. 

Wednesday, March 20, 1901 

1 got up for good (and) helped Eva iron. Felt quite good. Got (the) ironing 
all done. Gave Fanny Rooker her lesson. 

Thursday, March 21, 1901 

Kept feeling better. Got invitations to a reception at Mrs. (Lydia) 
Kingsley's. 

Friday, March 22, 1901 

Got up (and) felt quite good. Was around all day. Rebecca (Blackwell?) 
came (and) took her lesson. 

Saturday, March 23, 1901 

(1) got up (and) got dressed. Had breakfast (and) went outdoors for the first 
(time). Went down (and) gave Ruby Creveling her lesson and (also?) 
Pauline. Gave lessons in the afternoon as usual. Was home all the evening. 
Did not go to choir rehearsal (and) went to be tired. 

{ED: according to the 1900 Towanda census, Ruby Creveling (b. 1888), 
twelve, was the daughter of Harry (b. 1857) and Mary A. (1858-1903?) 
Creveling. Harry's mother Matilda was living with the family at 756 Main 
Street. See March 25 for Pauline. They were members of the First United 
Methodist Church in Towanda}. 
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Sunday, March 24, 1901 

Got up feeling quite good and got ready (and) went to church. Mary stayed 
with the baby (Judson?). (I?) came back (and) got Mary (Rosengrant) ready 
for Sunday school. Eva sang in Sunday school. She then came back, and I 
went (and?) had dinner. I rested all the P.M. (then) went to League in (the) 
evening (and then) came back. Eva went to church. I wrote a letter to 
Katherine. Mr. and Mrs. Dayton and Mrs. (Ella) Dye came in after church. 
I went to bed. 

{ED: Ella C. (nee Bresee) Dye (1849-1929) was the wife of Adelbert B. 
(D.?) Dye (1844-1925). He was a merchant, and they had a twenty-two- 
year-old son living at home who, I believe was Adelbert D. Dye, Jr. , MD 
(1877-1939). They lived at 207 Chestnut, near the Demings, Gordans 
(Gordons?), and Blackwells, though First United Methodist Church records 
they were at 101 and 207 Chestnut at unspecified dates. Adelbert, Sr. and 
Ella and their son are buried in Oak Hill } . 

Monday, March 25, 1901 

Got up feeling real good. I helped with dishes. Got (the) baby (Judson?) 
asleep then went to sweeping. Eva and Jud washed (and) got done before 
dinner. (We) had our dinner, (and) I helped. (I) did not go up to Mrs. 
Dietrick's, as my eyes felt weak?. I went out looking for new pupils. Went 
to C. S. Lilley and to Sue Pratt's (then) came home. Eva went to Towanda. 
Mrs. Rooker came (for lessons? and) also Celia (Dewey). Mrs. (May) 
Rooker was here for supper. I went to bed. 

{ED: there are a number of Lilley s in the 1900 Bradford County census, 
however I could find none with anything close to the "C. S." initials. There 
is a Charles Sumner Lilley (1860-1943) in the 1910 and other censuses, 
however. There is a photograph of him in the Hay-Ott collection, and he 
bears a remarkable resemblance to the Mial Lilley mentioned below. 
Annie's December 2 entry mentions a Floy Lilley (1881-1939), eighteen, as 
being one of her students. She eventually married Hulett Turner. Floy's 
parents were Mial E. (1850-1915) and May (Mary?, 1856-1937) Lilley, and 
he was an attorney. There were a son and another daughter at home in 1900. 
The other daughter was probably the Pauline mentioned in the March 23 
entry. The street address is not clear, as if the census taker did their 
residence as an afterthought. However, it comes at the end of the census 
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after Fourth Street. The records for the First United Methodist Church in 
Canton have them on Towanda Street there at some unspecified date. Mial, 
Mary and five children and one who is perhaps a grandchild are buried 
together in the Oak Hill Cemetery in Towanda. Floy L. Turner and her 
husband Hulett (1878-1951) are also buried in Oak Hill. Floy died at a 
relatively young roughly fifty-eight, her husband outliving her by about 
thirteen years. Of Mail and May's children, two sons died in infancy and a 
daughter died at eleven. Mial was a Republican member of the United 
States House of Representatives from 1905 to 1907}. 

Tuesday, March 26, 1901 

(I) got up(, and then) I practiced then went to cleaning up my clothes and to 
mend them. I had dinner (then) went upstairs (and) went to sleep. Got up 
about four (o'clock). I then went down a while then came up to get dressed 
for Mrs. (Lydia) Kingsley's reception. Went (there and) got home at eight 
(and) had a very pleasant evening. Visited a while then went to bed. 

Wednesday, March 27, 1901 

Got up soon after six. Had breakfast (then) went up and gave Annie (Anna) 
Dean her lesson before school (then) came home. I practiced (and) done 
(sic?, did) my work in my room then went over to the church and practiced. 
Came home (and) had dinner. I did not do anything much. At four, I went 
up and gave Fanny Rooker and John Dunfee their lessons. Came home 
(and) had supper. Ethel Wilson came for her lesson. I then went to bed. 

{ED: Ethel Wilson (b. 1889) was the eleven-year-old daughter of Charles C. 
(b. 1851) and Verena (b. 1855) Wilson. He was a blacksmith, and they lived 
at 335 Poplar Street on the south side of that street. That is the same street 
on which Annie's future in-laws, William Boss Kelly and family, lived. 
There are no church records for them on the Ancestry.com site}. 

Thursday, March 28, 1901 

(We) got up (and) had our breakfast. Got a letter from Anna. Got my 
sewing out (and) finished the ruffle for my under skirt. Had dinner. Eva and 
Jud were most sick. (I, They?) had some calls. I then went over the river 
with Jud (and) drove a good share of the P.M. Came back (and) got warm. 
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Went downtown (and) got some material for a collar (and) made it. Went to 
(the) prayer meeting. Came home (and) went to bed. 

Friday, March 29, 1901 

Got up early (and) had breakfast. I then went up and gave Marion (Mariam) 
Kingsley her lesson. Came back (and) got warm, as it was so cold. Done 
(sic) my work up stairs. Got a letter from Mamma. Had dinner (then) went 
up to Mrs. Rooker's, (and) she helped me with my lace, (and) got it nearly 
finished. George (Rooker) hitched up (a rig?) and brought me home. I gave 
two lessons (then) had supper. I went to the Presbyterian Church to a social 
(and) played. Came home and went to bed. 

Saturday, March 30, 1901 

(I) got up real early (and) finished packing. I then started out at eight 
(o'clock) to give lessons. Eva took me over to East Towanda. Gave my 
lesson there then took the train. Stopped in Athens (Pennsylvania) for 
dinner. Anna was home. Got the trolley for Waverly. Came to Elmira on 
(the) No. 1 . Katherine (Pratt?) was at the station to see me. She stayed until 
the Tioga (train?) came. I came home, (and) Belle was to meet me. Came 
home (and) had supper, visited and went to bed. 

Sunday, March 31, 1901 

(We) got up (and) had our breakfast. Got ready and went to church. Came 
home and had dinner (and) visited. Belle had some company(, and we?) had 
a great old visit (and then) went to League. Henry came home with us. 
Stayed quite late (and then) went, (and) we (went) to bed. 

Monday, April 1, 1901 

Got up quite early. Belle and I went to Elmira. I spent the day with 
Katherine (and) had a very nice visit. Belle came down there to supper. 
Katherine, I found, had a fine new Choctsening? piano. We got home about 
half past eight. Henry was here, and we went up to Sombayer's? (and) had a 
pleasant evening. Came home (and) went to bed. 

{ED: depending on the spelling, there are some Sombers and Sombergers in 
Elmira. Annie does mention an Anna and a Raymond E. Elenberger, but the 
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spellings seem too dissimilar. A Raymond E. Eilenberger (1889-1951) was 
bom in Towanda on December 17, 1889, making him roughly the age at 
which he could have been one of Annie's students. There is a Raymond 
buried in Oak Hill with Marion G. Eilenberger (1889-1951). The exact 
same dates with the two here are interesting. There are an Anna Eilenberger 
Smith (1891-1969) and David Rahm Smith (1888-1970) buried in Oak Hill. 
There are other Eilenbergers, so this remains uncertain}. 

Tuesday, April 2, 1901 

Had breakfast. (It was) quite a pretty day. I finished up my lace collar. 
Margaret was here sewing. In (the) P.M., Blanch Sterling was here to call. I 
took a nap (and) had quite a rest. Nothing more of great importance 
(happened), only a nice visit. 

{ED: there was a twenty-two-year-old Blanche E. Sterling living in 
Southport in the 1900 census. She was the step-daughter of Oliver H. (b. 
1846) Gilbert. Blanche's mother was evidently Helen L. Oliver (b. 1858) 
who must have been married before to a Sterling. No specific address was 
listed for them, but they were about five households away from Annie's 
parents. Miles and Mary Jane Cassada. Oliver was a salesman, and he and 
Helen had a son and a daughter of their own, both much younger than 
Blanche}. 

Wednesday, April 3, 1901 

Got up. Margaret came to sew. Quite a heavy snow had fallen, and it 
snowed nearly all day. Did not go out at all. I helped clean up after 
Margaret got through. 

Thursday, April 4, 1901 

Got up (and) had our breakfast. Mag (Margaret Stroud?) was here ironing. I 
sewed a little, practiced (on the piano), ironed a little, made the beds, etc. 
Nothing more of very great importance (happened). 

{ED: the following is perhaps a long-shot. In the April 7 entry, Annie 
mentions a Mary A. Rhine (b. 1852) who lived at 41 Packer? Avenue in 
Towanda in 1900. Living with her and her adult son John W. (b. 1877) was 
Mary's widowed mother Margaret Stroud (b. 1830). This is possibly the 
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Margaret, Mag, mentioned above, but this is quite tentative. She may have 
been a domestic working for Annie or perhaps the Rosengrants. The April 8 
entry has her washing}. 

Friday, April 5, 1901 

It was a very dismal day. I did nothing much but rest. Harry (Cassada) went 
to Elmira in (the) P.M. to have his tooth pulled. Mamma finished Belle('s) 
dress. I practiced, sewed, etc., had supper then went to bed. 

Saturday, April 6, 1901 

It was still storming(, so) we all did a little work but visited most of the time. 
Had dinner, then I dressed and intended to go over to Mrs. R(ooker's), but it 
rained so hard that I did not go. I went to the store (ED: her father owned a 
grocery store) and stayed until Papa ate his supper. (I) came in and ate mine, 
visited then went to bed. 

Sunday, April 7, 1901 

(It is) Easter morning but a very cold and gloomy one. Mamma and I went 
to church. I stayed to (the) class meeting, then I rode over as far as Mrs. 
(Mary A.) Rhine with (brother) Harry (Cassada). Came back (and) had a big 
chicken dinner (with) dressing, chicken, potatoes, olives, pickles, jelly, 
canned plumbs?, tea, angel cake, etc. (With) dinner work done, I went to 
bed and slept most of the P.M. Went down(stairs? and) visited, played and 
sang?. Mamma, Belle, and Harry sat up until after ten (o'clock) then went to 
bed. 

Monday, April 8, 1901 

Got up quite early. Mag (Margaret Stroud?) was here to wash. I made the 
beds, sewed a little, (and we) had dinner. Papa, Mamma and I went to 
Elmira. We stayed (there?) all the P.M., (and) I got a new hat, etc. Came 
home, had supper, visited (and) went to bed after ten. 

Tuesday, April 9, 1901 

Got up quite early (and) packed my satchel. Mamma put the buckles on my 
light blue waist (shirt) and (we, she?) finished it. Got ready (and got) 
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everything done. Harry took me to Elmira to get my train, (and) I took it. 
Soon it was on time, so I got in(to) Towanda on time. Jud was to meet me. 
Got home (and) had dinner and found a note from George Rooker, then I 
started out to look up new pupils. Gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson 
(then) came back (and) had supper. Went downtown in (the) evening with 
Mrs. Rooker, came back (and) went to bed after writing to Mamma. 

Wednesday, April 10, 1901 

Got up, made my bed, practiced, (and) had dinner. Went up to Mrs. (Ora?) 
Westgate then went up to give Fanny Rooker her lesson. Gave John 
D(unfee) his (lesson and then) came home. Had supper (and) was in all the 
evening. Wrote a letter to Anna B. (and then) went to bed. 

Thursday, April 11, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. All went well. Had dinner, got dressed (and) 
gave Marion (Mariam) Kingsley her lesson. Came home (and) had supper. 
Mrs. (Anna) Dean came, (and) I went with her to (the) prayer meeting. 
Came home and went to bed. 

Friday, April 12, 1901 

Got up early (and) went up (and) gave Marion (Mara?) Westgate her lesson 
before school. Dr. Munger was here. I gave Mrs. (Ora?) Westgate her 
lesson after Marion's. (Then, I?) went downtown with her. Came home 
(and) had dinner, dressed, (and) went up to give Mrs. Pratt her lesson, but 
she was cleaning house. Came back then went and made some calls. Gave 
Emma B(onney). and Rebecca B(lackwell?). their lessons. Came home 
(and) had supper, dressed (and) went to the moving pictures with George 
Rooker, (and) afterward we went for (ice?) cream. Came home (and) 
retired. 

(ED: The spelling looks like Munger, but I could find nothing close to a Dr. 
Munger in the census. There are two families of Maugers buried in the Oak 
Hill Cemetery. The 1880 census has a William and Margaret Mauger with 
six children. One of them is Frances (1859-1912), and he is buried in Oak 
Hill. As you can see, he died relatively young).

Saturday, April 13, 1901 



Got up, had breakfast (and) started out giving lessons. Came home for 
dinner, (then) went (out) again. Came home at five o'clock. Had given 
seven lessons (and) was tired. Did not go to choir rehearsal, because I had 
such a sore throat. Went to bed early. 

Sunday, April 14, 1901 

Got up (and) got ready for church. Went (to church and) stayed to Sunday 
School (then) came home (and) had dinner. Was in all the afternoon. Went 
to League and church in the evening. Came home (and) went to bed. 

Monday, April 15, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast, then I began to sew (and) made Eva a new 
pillow. Got (baby) Judson for a ride. Came in (and) went downtown with 
Mrs. Rooker (and) bought patterns for my lace jacket. Went to dinner with 
Mr. and Mrs. Rooker at the (Hotel) Tidd House. Came home, dressed, (and) 
went up to Mrs. Dietrick for (my) German (lesson). Had a very pleasant 
time. Came home (and) was home all the evening (then) went to bed. 

Tuesday, April 16, 1901 

Got up. Eva drove to school with Helen (Rosengrant). (She) came back, 
then Francis (Rosengrant) and I went with her. We drove most of the 
forenoon (then) came back (and) had dinner. (Then, I) dressed, etc. (and) 
went up (and) gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson. Mr. and Mrs. Dayton 
and William and Mrs. Crane? was (sic) here for supper. Had a very swell 
supper and a nice time. I wrote a letter to Mamma then went to bed. 

(ED: there were two married William Cranes in Bradford County in 1900, 
one in Athens and one in Monroeton. Annie does mention Monroeton 
occasionally, though). 

Wednesday, April 17, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. Went down (and) hitched (a rig?) up. Eva, (the) 
baby (Judson) and Francis (Rosengrant and) went for a long ride. Came 
back (and) had dinner (and) dressed. Eva went calling, (and) I went up (and) 
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gave Fanny Rooker and John Dunfee their lessons. Came home (and) had 
supper, then Jud had a wedding, and I went in and witnessed it (then) went 
to the Hbrary (and) got a book, read then went to bed. 

Thursday, April 18, 1901 

Had breakfast (and then) went downtown. Came back (and) went over to 
the church (and) practiced a long time. Came back (and) cut out a lot of 
napkins. Had dinner (and) dressed (and) went up to Mabel Bennett's (and) 
gave her (a) lesson then gave Marion (Mariam) Kingsley's (lesson). Came 
home (and) had supper then went up to Marion (Mara?) Westgate's (and) 
gave part of her lesson then came down to prayer meeting. Came home 
(and) went to bed tired. 

Friday, April 19, 1901 

Had breakfast, sewed some (and) went downtown. Had dinner. Sue Pratt 
came (and) stayed a long time, then Rebecca (Blackwell) came to tell me 
that (her sister) Lillian (M. Blackwell) was sick, so she could not take a 
lesson. Went down(, and?) Emma Bonnie (Bonney) was sick. I then went 
to the review? office and ordered some monogram paper (and then) came 
home. Eva, Jud and I went down to Monroeton for supper (and then) stayed 
to a social. Got home after twelve (and) went to bed. 

Saturday, April 20, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. I then started out to give lessons. I got home 
(and) had dinner. I then went again (giving lessons). Celia (Dewey?) went 
to New Albany. I helped about the work. Had supper. After I made some 
fudges, (I) went to choir rehearsal. George Rooker came over with me(, 
and) we ate fudges, then he went. 

Sunday, April 21, 1901 

(We) got up (and) had our breakfast. I helped get the (Rosengrant) children 
ready for church. Mary stayed with the baby (Judson). (I?) stayed to 
Sunday School (then) came home (and) had dinner. Helped do up the work, 
then I went upstairs and read. Got to sleep and slept until League time. 
Stayed to church and then came home, had lunch, and retired.

Monday, April 22, 1901 



Got up (and) got me some breakfast then went and gave Eleanor Woodruff a 
lesson. Came back (and) helped do up the work. Came upstairs and did the 
work, sewed and practiced. Had dinner, (then) I dressed (and) went up to 
Mrs. Dietrick's for (my) German (lesson) (and) stayed until five o'clock. 
Jud, Eva and I went downtown (and) had (a) soda. Came back (and) had 
supper, sewed, read, and then retired. 

{ED: according to the 1900 Towanda census, "Elnore" Woodruff was the 
eight-year-old daughter of George E. (1863-1937) and Harriet Woodruff 
(1867-1959). Her father was a grocer. They, George's single sister Anna 
and a servant lived somewhere between 105 and 200 Chestnut Street in 
1900, near the Ellsbrees and the Dyes. Eleanor went on to be a rather 
famous silent film and Broadway star, and you can read an extensive bio I 
wrote for her at the Internet Movie Data Base}. 

Tuesday, April 23, 1901 

Got up, dressed, and went down to have breakfast then went down and gave 
Sue Pratt her lesson. Came back (and) went over to the church and 
practiced. Came back (and) had dinner. I took my book and went upstairs, 
read (and then) went to sleep. Got up (and) went up to Annie (Anna) Dean's 
and gave her (a) lesson. Came back (and) gave Mary (Rosengrant) one 
(lesson) then had supper (and) read all the evening then retired. 

Wednesday, April 24, 1901 

Got up (and) went down to breakfast. Done (sic) my work upstairs then 
practiced (and) darned a pair of stockings. Had dinner, dressed then went up 
to Rooker's (and then) gave John Dunfee his lesson. Came home (and) had 
supper then read all the evening (and then) retired. 

Thursday, April 25, 1901 

Got up, had breakfast, (and) sewed a while then went over to the church 
(and) practiced. Came back, practiced on the piano, sewed, (and) had 
dinner. Afterward, I dressed (and) gave Celia (Dewey?) her lesson. Mrs. 
Rooker came, (and) I went downtown with her. Came back (and then) went 
up to Mabel Bennett's (and) gave her lesson and also one to Marion 
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(Mariam) Kingsley. Came back, had supper (and) went up (and) called on 
Miss. Krum?. Came down to prayer meeting (then) came home (and) went 
to bed early. 

{ED: the only possibility on the Krum in the 1900 census is Jessie Kram 
(1871-1937) who boarded at 202 Western Avenue, west side then. She was 
a twenty-nine-year-old, single stenographer. According to the 1880 census, 
her parents were William (1822-1900) and Mary (1832-1891) Kram, and 
they had two sons and four daughters, Jessie being the youngest in the 
family. They were Methodists and Republicans. Jessie was listed as a 
member of the First United Methodist Church of Towanda. In 1 887, Jessie's 
father was, according to a bio on Joyce Tice's website, struck with total 
blindness which ended his career as a carpenter}. 

Friday, April 26, 1901 

Got up, dressed, (and) had breakfast and gave Mrs. (Ora?) Westgate her 
lesson then went downtown with her. Came home (and) had a nice visit 
with Sue Pratt out on the walk. Came in (and) had dinner. Went up to Mrs. 
Pratt (and) gave a lesson then gave Emma B(onney) hers then went up to 
Rebecca (Blackwell)'s (and) called on Lill(ian Blackwell, Rebecca's sister) 
then came down to Mrs. Braund then came home to supper, read, and 
retired. 

Saturday, April 27, 1901 

Got up (and) started out to give lessons. Did so and came back to dinner 
(then) went again (to give lessons). Came back about five (o'clock and) got 
lessons done about six. Had supper then went over to choir rehearsal. 
Afterward Hemming took us down for (a) soda. Were in, then Mr. 
Rosengrant (Jud's father?) was in, so he took us for (ice?) cream. Came 
home (and) retired. 

(ED: not at all sure on the Hemming, even if it's a first or a last name). 
Sunday, April 28, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast (then) went to church (and) sang. It was a 
beautiful day. Stayed to Sunday School (then) came home, had dinner, read, 
(and) went to sleep. Got up (and) went to League. Came home (and) stayed 
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with the baby (Judson?). Mrs. Rooker went, (and) I sat on the porch all the 
evening. After church (I) had lunch (then) went to bed. 

Monday, April 29, 1901 

Got up (and) got my work done then went down to Sue P(ratt's and) gave 
her lesson. Came home (and) sewed, etc. Had dinner (and) went up to Mrs. 
Dietrick's, but she was sick, so I came back. Eva went to a funeral with Jud, 
(and) I took care of the baby (Judson?). The ladies came (and?) ordered a 
new carpet for the parlor. Had supper (and) was home during (ED: 
incomplete sentence?). Went down (and) had ice cream. Came home (and) 
went to bed. 

Tuesday, April 30, 1901 

Got up. Went (and) gave a lesson. It was a beautiful day. (I) was out all the 
morning. (Went) downtown with Mrs. W(estgate?) (then) came back (and) 
had dinner. In (the) P.M., (I) went out with the baby (Judson and) got him to 
sleep. Came back (and) found Huntington here. Sewed. Mrs. Rooker came. 
I went downtown. Eva went up to Rooker' s to supper. I was home all the 
evening. Went to bed late. 

(ED: no Huntingtons in Towanda in the 1900 census). 
Wednesday, May 1, 1901 

Got up (and) amused the baby (Judson), as they began house cleaning. Got 
Jud's room cleaned and the front room. In (the) afternoon, I went (and) gave 
Fanny (Rooker) her lesson and John (Dunfee)'s, (too). Was invited to John 
Dunfee('s?) for supper. Had a fine one (then) came home late in the 
evening. 

Thursday, May 2, 1901 

Still (working) at house cleaning. Nothing unnatural?, only that we had a 
big thunder shower. Went up (and) gave Rebecca (Blackwell) her lesson 
and Marion (Mariam) Kingsley's. Nothing of importance (happened). 
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Friday, May 3, 1901 



Got up (and) went up to Westgate's (and) gave a lesson. We were going for 
a bicycle ride, but it was too muddy. Went to call on Mrs. (Dora Kingsley?) 
Orcutt (then) came home (and) had dinner. Helped Celia (Dewey?), as she 
was cleaning. Mrs. Pratt didn't take her lesson. Went up in the P.M. (and) 
gave Mabel Bennett's lesson. Came back (and) had supper (then) went over 
to (the) businessmen's meeting. Came home (and) went to bed. 

{ED: Dora Kingsley Orcutt (b. 1870), thirty, was the widowed daughter of 
widowed Sarah Kingsley, fifty-five, in 1900. Dora was listed as the 
landlady in that census, and they were living at 10 State Street on the north 
side. Dora's brother, W. Emery Kingsley (b. 1872), twenty-eight, was also 
living there and was a day laborer. Dora's daughters, Christiene L., six, and 
Emma M., two, were living there, too}. 

Saturday, May 4, 1901 

Got up (and) went to my pupils (and) was gone all day. Came home (and) 
had dinner (then) went again. Got home at four (o'clock). It was a beautiful 
day. Went to choir rehearsal (then) came back (and) went to bed. 

Sunday, May 5, 1901 

Got up, had breakfast and then got ready for church. Went (and) stayed to 
Sunday School and stayed to class meeting (then) came home (and) had 
dinner, then I wrote to Belle, Katherine (Pratt?), and Mrs. Ayers then read 
(and) went to sleep (and then) got up. Was (the) pianist in (the) League, so 
went (there). Came home (and) took care of (baby) Judson. Had lunch and 
retired. 

Monday, May 6, 1901 

Got up, dressed (and) had breakfast then got ready (to go). Eva, Judson and 
1 went down to Skinner's Eddy (Pennsylvania and), got there about noon, 
(and they were?) glad to see us. (We) had dinner(, and I?) helped do up the 
work then took a walk, then Floyd set an out line (?). I rowed out for him to 
bait the hooks (?) (and) went over the line(, and we) caught 6 fish. Was out 
a good many times in the boat. Went to bed (and) slept like a log. 
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Tuesday, May 7, 1901 



Got up (and) had fish for breakfast (and) enjoyed them. Then, I went out 
with Floyd, (and) we got three nice eels, came in, then he skinned them. I 
(went) out again with him to bait the hooks. (We) caught two more fish, 
making seventeen that we caught. Came back to the house (and) sat down, 
then before dinner, I went out (and) picked some violets. Had dinner (and) 
enjoyed life. We had lunch then went over to (the) train. Eva picked greens. 
We came home, (and) Jud met us. 

Wednesday, May 8, 1901 

Got up (and) gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson. Got home then got some 
red velvet for a collar (and) made it. Had dinner. 1 then got dressed (and) 
went to the dentist then went up (and) gave Fanny (Rooker) her lesson. 
Stayed there to supper then went to give John Dunfee his lesson. Came 
home then went to the young ladies' social. Mr. Lamy? was there. We 
walked down with Sue Pratt, then he walked home with me. I went to bed 
soon. 

(ED: it's doubtless a spelling issue, but I can't find anything close to Lamy 
in the 1900 Towanda census). 

Thursday, May 9, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. Nothing of very great importance occurred, 
only that it rained. Had dinner then gave Celia (Dewey?) her lesson. Went 
(and) gave Mabel (Bennett) 's (lesson). It rained very hard, then I gave 
Marion (Mariam) Kingsley (her lesson). Came home (and) had supper. 
Went down town then came back (and) had to get ready for (the) prayer 
meeting. Went (and) played (the piano), sewed a little (and then) went to 
bed. 

Friday, May 10, 1901 

Got up (and) went up to Marion (Mara) Westgate's (and) gave her lesson 
and part of Mrs. (Ora?) Westgate's. Came home, fixed over my blue skirt, 
helped Celia (Dewey?), practiced, etc., then dressed (and) went up (and) 
gave Rebecca (Blackwell her) lesson. Came home in the rain. Was in all 
the evening (then) went to bed. 
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Saturday, May 11, 1901 



Got up (and) had breakfast then started out (and) gave lessons as usual. 
Came home at noon, had dinner, (and) went back again. Got back at four 
o'clock. Eva went to (a) missionary tea. Had supper. I stayed with (baby) 
Judson while Celia (Dewey?) went downtown, then I went to choir 
rehearsal. Came home (and) went to bed. 

Sunday, May 12, 1901 

Got up (and) got ready for church. Jinny? (Virginia W.) Britton preached. I 
stayed to Sunday school (and then) came home, had dinner, wrote a letter to 
Anna, read, (and) went to League and church. Had lunch, retired, etc. 

{ED: James (b. 1859) and Virginia W. (b. 1860) Britton lived in North 
Towanda according to the 1900 census. He was a clergyman. No address 
was listed for them and their two teenage children Edgar O., 19, and Alice 
B., 17. It appears she was the one preaching? 1 can't seem to locate where 
they are buried}. 

Monday, May 13, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast then went (and) gave Eleanor Woodruff her 
lesson. Came back (and then) went up to Mrs. Westgate's then came back, 
practiced, (and) had dinner. Had to play Lillian (Blackwell)'s solo over then 
had calls. Dressed (and) went up to Mrs. Dietrick (and then) went up to 
Rooker's. Got caught in the rain (and so?) stayed (there) to supper. Came 
back with them then ate supper again. Myra S(mith?) came. Went up to 
Mrs. Williams'? to practice for a quartet. Came back (and) called to 
(Emma) Bonnie's then came home (and) retired. 

(ED: there are several Williams in Towanda). 

Tuesday, May 14, 1901 

Got up (and) gave some lessons, sewed, etc. Practiced (and) had dinner. 
Dressed (and) gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson and then (one) to Mary 
(Rosengrant). Came in (home?). Nothing of importance happened. 
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Wednesday, May 15, 1901 

Got up. Had a good time, as it was a nice day. Practiced (and) had dinner. 
Lillian (Blackwell) came, (and) we tried over her solo. 1 then dressed. In 
the evening, the girls came, (and) we tried our pieces over for the evening, as 
we were to sing as a quartet. Sue Pratt came to go to the social with up 
(us?). We went (and) had a good time. Irene Wilcox, Miss (Jennie) 
Hampson, and Sue (Pratt?) came over with me. I took them for (a) soda 
(then) came back and retired. 

{ED: (Hila?) Irene Wilcox was bom in November, 1879, the daughter of 
Benjamin (1830-1912) and Julia Wilcox (1834-1909). They were members 
of the First United Methodist Church of Towanda, though at an unspecified 
date, Irene's name wasn't listed. In 1904, she married Calvin Webster 
Crocket, and they were living in Hackensack, New Jersey by the time of the 
1910 census. In 1910, a widowed Benjamin Wilcox lived with his daughter 
and son-in-law at 208 Poplar Street next door to William Boss Kelly. The 
only Hampsons in Towanda were John, a laborer, his wife Mary A., and 
their four sons and one daughter, Jennie. She was twenty-one years old. 
They lived on Fourth Street}. 

Thursday, May 16, 1901 

The day dawned beautifully. The party who were (sic, was) going to the 
Convention at Canton met here. All was ready, and they started at 7:00. 
Eva, (the) baby (Judson?) and Jud went. I ordered everything then made me 
a velvet collar. Had dinner then dressed (and) gave a lesson, then at four 
(o'clock) I went again. Came back (and) had supper then went to (the) 
prayer meeting. Came home (and) retired after sitting on the porch a while. 

Friday, May 17, 1901 

Dawned beautifully, too. Went up to Mrs. (Ora?) Westgate (and) gave some 
lessons then went down to the dentist, after which I came home, but in the 
meantime I took Mrs. Westgate 's wheel to try (to?) ride? up to Mrs. 
Rooker's. After dinner, I dressed then gave some lessons then came down to 
supper, had it, then had a good time then retired. 
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Saturday, May 18, 1901 



Got up (and) went out soon to give lessons. Came back (and) had dinner 
then went again (and) did not get back again until after four (o'clock). Gave 
all my lessons, then in (the) evening, I started over to choir rehearsal, but no 
one (was) there but Deming? so (I) went down to Sue Pratt's (and) stayed 
until 8:30 then came back to the church but did not have choir rehearsal, as 
no one much came. Came home (and) went to bed. 

Sunday, May 19, 1901 

Got up, but it was a very gloomy day. Went over to church, but (there was) 
no one there much to sing. Myra (Smith?) was mad, so we did not sing. 
Stayed to church and Sunday school then came home (and) had dinner, then 
Jud and I visited, then I took my book (and) came to my room, read, then 
went to sleep. Nit?. Sue (Pratt) and Katherine (Pratt) came. I went to 
League, as I had to play an accompaniment for Charlotte Young. Played for 
Myra, too. Stayed to church, sang, then came home (and) retired after lunch. 

Monday, May 20, 1901 

Got up, practiced, etc. Had dinner then went up to Mrs. Dietrick (and) 
stayed until after five then came home. Nothing of special note?. After 
supper I read awhile then retired. 

Tuesday, May 21, 1901 

Dawned bright and beautiful. (The) Walter L. Main Circus was in town. In 
the morning Frances (Rosengrant) and I went downtown with Mrs. Rooker. 
I came back then went downtown to join them at the (her father's grocery?) 
store. We sat there and waited for the parade?, but it did not come, and I 
came home. Alice F(airchild). was here for dinner. After we had it, we saw 
the parade from our porch. Celia (Dewey?) went for a bicycle ride, (and) I 
practiced, then I went?. Came back (and) was tired and warm. Gave Mary 
(Rosengrant) her lesson. Had supper then read and soon retired. 

{ED: the only "Alice F." in Towanda in 1900 was Alice Fairchild, and she 
was the seven-year-old daughter of George L. (1858-1910), a barber, and 
Emma W. (1857-1941) Fairchild who lived at 318 State Street on the south 
side when the census was taken. First United Methodist Church of Towanda 
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records have the Fairchilds on State Street, once at 319 and on another 
occasion at 318, though there's no way of knowing when those residences 
would have been. It would seem odd my grandmother would write that a 
seven year old was there for dinner, so perhaps there's a mistake here. 
George and Emma are buried in the Riverside Cemetery in Towanda}. 

Wednesday, May 22, 1901 

Got up (and) went (and) gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson then came 
down (and) gave Eleanor (Woodruff?) her lesson. Came back (and) was 
busy then had dinner. Dressed (and) went up to John Dunfee('s house). He 
was sick, (so I) came back home (and) had supper. (I) read all the evening 
then retired. 

{ED: the reason the question mark is placed after Eleanor Woodruff is that 
Annie's list of students also includes an Eleanor Morris. Frank (b. 1863) and 
Mollie (b. 1867) Morris had a twelve-year-old daughter named Eleanor and 
three other children. Frank was an upholsterer. The family lived 209 
Second Street on the east side. One of their other children was Pauline, 
raising the question whether the previously mentioned Pauline was a Lilley 
or a Morris. The Morrises are not buried in Oak Hill}. 

Thursday, May 23, 1901 

Nothing of very great importance happened. Was busy. Practiced a long 
time then had dinner then gave a lesson. Dressed then went out to give some 
more (lessons). Came back after six, had supper, then went to prayer 
meeting. Came home (and) retired. 

Friday, May 24, 1901 

Got up, dressed, (and) went up to Mrs. Westgate (and) gave a lesson then 
came down to the dentist. It was a beautiful day and a very warm day. 1 
came home to dinner after which 1 went downtown (and) bought a new 
under vest. Put on a clean waist (shirt?) then went downtown then went in 
to Pratt's. While in there, the most terrible thundershower came. It hailed, 
(and) the sewers burst on the hills. Made in awful time. Came home (and) 
got? on my short skirt (and) went up to Blackwell's. Came back (and) 
viewed the Arcade then came home. Just was sitting down to supper 
(when?) George R(ooker) came, (and?) we rode downtown. 
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Saturday, May 25, 1901 



Got up (and) had breakfast then started out to give lessons. Got back about 
noon, had dinner then went again, and Christine (Orcutt) did not take one. I 
came back (and) saw Eva. She had just arrived home from Webb Mills 
(New York, Annie's birthplace). She brought me two new waists (shirts). I 
started out again (giving lessons? and) got back about five, had supper, then 
went to choir rehearsal. Came back (and) retired. 

Sunday, May 26, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast then got ready for church. (I) went, sang, (and) 
stayed to Sunday School then came home (and) had dinner then took my 
book (and) read then went to sleep. I went to League as I had to play, then 
stayed to church, came home, had lunch, then retired. 

Monday, May 27, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast. Nothing special occurred. Had dinner then 
dressed (and) went up to Mrs. Dietrick, but she was not home, so I did not 
stay. I made some calls then came back (and) went downtown to find Eva 
but did not then, so I went to jail to call on Mildred Drake. Started back then 
met Eva and went downtown with her. Came back (and) had supper. 

{ED: the "went to jail to call on Mildred Drake" comment is humorous. Her 
father. Homer B. Drake (1852-1923), was the county sheriff according to the 
1900 Towanda census. Mildred's mother was Alice C. Drake (1853-1943), 
and, along with eleven-year-old Fanny, they lived at the Bradford County 
Jail on Second Street East (?). Mildred R. Drake (1876-1966) was twenty- 
eight, single and a clerk in a dry goods store. I believe the jail is the current 
location for the Bradford County Historical Society. Mildred went on to 
marry George Trapp}. 

Tuesday, May 28, 1901 

Got up. Didn't have any lessons so did what I pleased, practiced, etc.

Wednesday, May 29, 1901 



Got up quite early. Started out (and) gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson 
then gave Eleanor (Woodruff? Morris?) hers then came home, sewed, then 
had dinner, dressed (and) went up to John Dunfee (and) gave him a lesson. 
Came home (and) had supper then nothing to my remembrance. 

Thursday, May 30, 1901 

Got up. The day dawned beautifully. Had dinner after (I?) practiced then 
gave Celia her lesson then went out (and) gave two lessons. Came home 
(and) had supper (then) went to prayer meeting then retired. 

Friday, May 31, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast (then) went up (and) gave Marion (Mara?) 
Westgate her lesson. Came home, practiced, had dinner, dressed then went 
up on York Ave. to call with Eva. Went to Mrs. Dietrick('s). Came back 
(and) went up to Blackwell's then came home (and) went downtown. Had a 
soda then came back to supper. Eva and Jud went to (a?) commencement. I 
stayed home then ripped my silk dress. Mrs. (Bemice) McPherson was 
going to make it. Had ice cream then retired. 

{ED: in the 1900 census, Isaiah McPherson (b. ca. 1848-1887), an attorney, 
his wife Bernice (nee, McGill, b. ca. 1854), and their four-year-old son 
Malcolm Hved at 514 Fourth Street}. 

Saturday, June 1, 1901 

Got up. Started out to give lessons. Got back at eleven (o'clock AM) then 
went down (and) got material for my dress. Came back, had dinner (and) 
then started out again (and) gave lessons until nearly five (o'clock PM). Had 
supper, then (the) Pratt girls came. Then (1) went to the library. Then, (I) 
went to choir rehearsal (and) came home (and) retired. 

Sunday, June 2, 1901 

Got up with (a) sick headache. Did not get up until nine (o'clock) then did 
not eat my breakfast but went to church and Sunday School. Came home, 
had dinner then helped do up the work as Celia (Dewey?) was away. Then, I 
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went to bed and (fell) asleep. It rained as we all went to sleep. Got up (and) 
did not go to League. Had lunch (and then) stayed with (baby) Judson for 
Eva to go to church then came home and retired. 

Monday, June 3, 1901 

Got up. Today, (we) have a holiday. Passed the morning (preparing?) my 
room for company. Miss Shepard from Mansfield (Tioga County) came on 
the one o'clock train. (We) had dinner, then I played etc. then wrote a letter 
to Mamma then dressed for the afternoon. Eva and she took a drive. I got 
linen ready to hem. Stitch a hand esshiy?. Had supper then went over to the 
church to a committee meeting. Came back (and) sat on the porch then 
retired. 

(ED: believe it nor not, there are several "Miss Shepards" possible in 
Mansfield). 

Tuesday, June 4, 1901 

Got up. (We) had our breakfast, (I) sewed some (and) then went in and 
practiced. Came upstairs (and) did my work then sewed some more then 
had dinner (and) enjoyed it very much. Saw the parade then enjoyed the 
P.M. by visiting (and) had a good time. Miss S(hepard?) went (home). 
(We) had supper (and then) sat on the porch in (the) evening then retired. 

Wednesday, June 5, 1901 

Got up in the morning (and) gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson and Eleanor 
(Woodruff) 's (too) then came home. Had to see to my dress then had 
dinner. Dressed (and) went up to Fanny Rooker and (then) John Dunfee 
(and) stayed there to supper. Had everything good, ice cream, etc. then 
came home (and) went to the dressmakers then came back (and) sat on the 
porch then retired. 

Thursday, June 6, 1901 

Got up, had breakfast then went to give a lesson. Had a new pupil. Miss 
Crandall. Gave it (her lesson?) then went to get more silk for my dress then 
went to the dressmakers to have it fitted. Came home (and) had dinner. It 
was so warm that I got sick? a dressing sack (rack?). Sewed some. Went 
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and had a game of evocute? then had some calls. Had supper then went and 
dressed for (the) prayer meeting. Came home (and) sat on the porch then 
retired. 

{ED: the only Crandalls in Towanda in 1900 were Charles (b. ca. 1856) and 
Lucy J. (b. ca. 1857) Crandall and their two daughters Margaret (b. ca. 
1887), thirteen, and Mary W. (b. ca. 1894), six. Charles was a carriage 
salesman, and they lived at 309 Poplar Street, north side. It would seem 
likely the older of the two daughters was Annie's student, but that's simply 
speculation. I can't seem to find Margaret in the census beginning with 
1910}. 

Friday, June 7, 1901 

Got up (and) had breakfast then went and practiced. It rained dreadfully. I 
then made a rosette for Mary's dress then went downtown. Came back (and) 
went to sleep. Got up (and) had dinner. Took (baby) Judson upstairs to help 
his mother. 

Saturday, June 8, 1901 

Got up (and) did not feel very well (and) then had breakfast. Then, (I) 
started out (and) gave lessons. Came home about eleven (o'clock) (and) then 
went to (the) dressmakers, etc. Had dinner then started out again. Got done 
at six (o'clock) then had supper. Went to choir rehearsal (and) came home 
(and) went to bed. 

Sunday, June 9, 1901 

Day dawned very beautifully. Had our breakfast, then I got ready (and) 
went to church (and) stayed to Sunday School. Came home (and) had 
dinner. Had an awful sick headache. I went upstairs, read, (and) got to 
sleep. Did not go to League but went to church. Came home (and) lunch 
(and) retired. 

Monday, June 10, 1901 

The day dawned beautifully. I got up (at) twenty minutes of five. Got my 
trunk packed then went downtown after silk (material?) then went down to 
the dressmakers (and) had my dress fitted before breakfast. (I) came back 
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(and) got my breakfast then finished packing. Helped Eva, Mary 
(Rosengrant Foley?, Jud and Eva's daughter and Annie's niece), Harry W. 
(Harry Wilbur Rosengrant, Jud and Eva's son and Annie's nephew) and 
(then) I got ready (and) went to East Towanda (and) took the train. Mabel 
B(ennett). and Fanny Rooker were at the station when we arrived. We got to 
Waverly, then we waited (and) took (the) first Erie (train? and) got in(to) 
Elmira. Went downtown (and) saw Belle (and then) came home. Harry 
(Cassada, Annie's brother) met us. (We) had supper then retired. 

Tuesday, June 11, 1901 

Got up quite rested. It was a very warm day. We visited, slept, etc. (and) 
had a chicken dinner (and) enjoyed it. Had supper (and) had ice cream then 
dressed up pretty fine, (and) Papa took M. B. F. R. (ED: initials of those who 
went along?) and I to Elmira. We attended the grandating (graduation?) 
concert (at Elmira College?). Then we came home afterward. Got home 
after eleven (o'clock and), we then retired. 

Wednesday, June 12, 1901 

The day dawned beautifully. We three got up (and) went to Elmira on the 
train. We attended granding (graduation?) exercises (from Elmira College?) 
then went downtown (and) took dinner at the Bridge, then we went 
downtown (and) went up to Water Street then took a (street?)car (and) went 
up to Rorick's Glen (near Elmira and?) stayed to the performance. Took a 
(street?)car down and nearly got left. Our train was pulling in as we were. 
We took it (and) got home warm and tired. We put our dressing sagrecques? 
on (and) had supper then rested and visited then retired. 

Thursday, June 13, 1901 

Mabel (Bennett) and Fanny (Rooker) went to school with Belle. Mamma 
and I visited, etc., had lunch, then they came (?). Had a very hard shower in 
the P.M. Everything went off very nicely, (and we) had a gay time. In the 
evening, (I) then retired. 
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Friday, June 14, 1901 



It rained all day, so the girls? had a good time reading and resting in the 
afternoon. It cleared up, (and) we went to Han? Smith's to a sociable then 
came home (and) had ice cream then went to bed. 

Saturday, June 15, 1901 

We had quite a good deal to do but got it done. Belle baked, I fixed up my 
room, and we slept in the P.M. Harry (Cassada) went to Buffalo Bill (?) in 
the evening. We had a jolly time singing, cake-walking, etc. then went to 
bed. 

Sunday, June 16, 1901 

Got up. It was a beautiful day. Got work done. Got Mary (Rosengrant) 
ready for church. We all went, but Papa went to Sunday School. Came 
home (and) had a chicken dinner, ice cream, angel food, etc. then got work 
done. I came up (and) went to bed (and?) slept into? (until?) League time. I 
went (to League?). Mabel (Bennett), Fanny (Rooker) and Harry (Cassada) 
went to Pine City (New York). Belle and I drove too then followed them 
home. Got back, had lunch (and) ice cream then went to bed. 

Monday, June 17, 1901 

Got up. It was a beautiful day. Mabel (Bennett) and Harry (Cassada) went 
on the train, then Mamma and I went to Elmira. I drove to the station. 
Mabel and Fanny came downtown, then I put the horse out, then Mamma 
and we all went around town until train time, then I went and saw them off. 
I came down, found Mamma, then we went to (the) New England Kitchen 
for dinner, then we looked around. 1 went to Miss Mclgger's? then to Miss 
Griffin? then back downtown. (1) found Mamma (and) got a new dress and 
skirt, then we drove home, had supper (and then) retired. 

Tuesday, June 18, 1901 

Got up. Papa and Belle went to (the) train. We worked, (and) Mamma 
sewed. Had an awful thundershower while at dinner. Mary (Rosengrant) 
and I done (sic) up the work, then I laid (sic) down. Had strawberry short 
cake for supper. Got my lace jacket, visited then retired.

Wednesday, June 19, 1901 



Day at dawned (?). I swept (the) sitting room, then (we) had breakfast. (I) 
ironed then made the beds, swept Belle's room, then Mamma baked, (and) 
then (we) had dinner. After I wiped (the) dishes, I washed (the) lamps, then 
1 got my clothes together. Belle was going to have company for supper and 
then evening. 

Thursday, June 20, 1901 

Got up in the morning. Got dressed, had breakfast, then went to Elmira with 
Harry (Cassada) and Daisy Westlake. I went to Ida Sadler's. Took my 
suitcase then went over to Mrs. Sweet's. Bert was home, so I visited with 
him (and) had a fine time. Had dinner?, then? Barte? (Bert) and 1 walked 
over to Greenhouse?, then I walked over to Griffin? then to Ida's?. Had 
supper then dressed and went to Katherine (Pratt's) wedding. We all took a 
carriage and went to the station then came to Ida's in a carriage (then) 
retired. 

(ED: I can't find any Daisy Westlake in Towanda nor in Bradford County. 
There are several Westlakes in Chemung County, New York but no Daisys. 
Ida A. was the wife of ice dealer Enoch B. Sadler. They had a thirteen-year- 
old daughter, Sarah, and lived at 1 13 Hoffman in Elmira according to the 
1900 census. The only two married Griffin women in Towanda in 1900 
were Elizabeth, 86, living at 310 Fifth Street, west side, and Elian, 27, at 710 
Fourth Street). 

Friday, June 21, 1901 

Got up, had breakfast, then visited with Ida (Sadler?). Then her uncles 
came. I went down to G.(riffin's?) about ten (o'clock) (and) stayed (there) to 
lunch, visited, then Florence and I went (and?) called on Eleanor 
(Woodruff?, Morris?) to come back. Then, I went up to Ida('s and) stayed 
until Harry (Cassada?) came then rode home. Got home (and) told Mamma 
about the wedding then went out (and) had supper then visited then retired. 

Saturday, June 22, 1901 

Got up quite late. Got work done then visited. Got things ready for packing. 
Got some in (ED: seems like incomplete sentence). Had dinner, then (I) 
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went to lie down. Mamma sewed, (and) I did not do anything very much. 
Had supper. Belle went to choir rehearsal. I visited then retired. 

Sunday, June 23, 1901 

Got up, had breakfast, then made beds then got Mary (Rosengrant?) ready 
for Sunday School. Then, I did all (?). Went to church, came home, 
changed (my?) dress then took a nap then helped Mom. Got up (and had?) 
dinner. Had chicken, warm biscuit(s), strawberry ice cream and everything 
that goes with it. Done (sic) up work, visited then went to League, played, 
(and) came home, had lunch (and) then retired. 

Monday, June 24, 1901 

Got up, packed my trunk, had breakfast then got ready (to go home). Had to 
race to catch the train. Got on all but my wheel (bicycle?). Got to (the) City 
(?) then went downtown. Came up to (the) station. Belle rode the wheel 
(bicycle?) down with?, (and she) saw me off. I took the Erie. Got (the) 
wheel checked then got my rain (sic, train?) at Sayre. Came on to Towanda, 
got here, (and) took (a) hack (horse carriage) down. Had dinner, visited, 
(and) went to Sue Pratt's. Came back, unpacked, had supper, (and) wrote a 
letter to Mamma. 

Tuesday, June 25, 1901 

Got up (and) went over (and) gave Gertrude her lesson then went (and) gave 
Miss Crandall her lesson. Came back (and) rested. Had dinner, slept then 
dressed. Then went up to Mabel('s), then gave Fannie (Rooker?) her lesson. 
Came home, had supper then went to prayer meeting, came home and 
retired. 

{ED: there are a number of Gertrudes who could possibly be this student}. 
Wednesday, June 26, 1901 

Got up. Gave Annie (Anna) Dean her lesson then came down (and) gave 
Eleanor (Woodruff) hers (then) came back (home). Celia (Dewey?) got a 
letter from home to come home, so she went on her wheel (bicycle?). I 
helped Eva finish the ironing. It was an awfully hot day. In the evening, I 
went (and) gave John D(unfee?) his lesson. George Rooker wanted me to 
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ride to Greenwood with him, but (I) could not go. Eva went to Kaiser 
(Keyser?) Reception?. I got supper dishes (done), then Judson, Frances, and 
I went down to Mrs. (Bemice) McPherson's. Came back (and) retired. 

Thursday, June 27, 1901 (NOTE: above the date, she crossed out Thursday 
and wrote "Tuesday, June 25." 

Got up, had breakfast then rode my bicycle over to Home's?. Made 
arrangements as to Gertrude's lesson. Came back (and) stayed here, then 
Jud and Eva went to Katherine Pratt's wedding then came back. Lillian 
B(lackwell?). called. It was an awfully warm day. I then dressed (and) went 
down to (the) Pratt's (and) stayed quite a long time. Mrs. Pratt gave me a 
fine bouquet of roses. Not anything new of importance. 

(ED: this is the last mention of Lillian Blackwell. She died in November, 
1902). 

Friday, June 28, 1901 

Got up. Did not have any lessons so helped Eva. Nothing of very (great) 
importance occurred. Had a new pupil. Had dinner (and rested). 

Saturday, June 29, 1901 

Got up. Went to (Ruby) Creveling on my wheel (bicycle?). Came back 
(and) helped Eva with (the) upstairs work then had dinner. Gave Harriet? 
(Obemauer?) her lesson. It was an awfully hot day. I then gave lessons all 
afternoon. Finished (and was) very tired. Sat on the porch in (the) evening 
then retired. 

Sunday, June 30, 1901 

The morning dawned very beautifully. Indeed I have a birthday- am twenty- 
three today. Went to church (and) took Frances (Rosengrant?). Started to 
Sunday School then came home. Eva had dinner ready. We ate, got the 
work done, then I went to bed. Got to sleep then got up (and) dressed, as I 
had to play for League. Went (there and then) came back. Took care of 
(baby) Judson so Eva could go to church. They came (home), (we) had 
lunch, then (I) retired. 
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Monday, July 1, 1901 



The day dawned beautifully but very hot. Eva washed, (and) I helped her. 
(We) had dinner, then we rested. I went downtown on some errands. Came 
back almost melted, then in (the) evening I went up to Dunfee, came back 
(and) soon retired. 

Tuesday, July 2, 1901 

A most awful hot day. I helped Eva iron with a charcoal iron then, in (the) 
afternoon, I went up (and) gave Martha Meredith her first lesson. Came 
back, had supper, sat on (the) porch, then retired. 

{ED: Martha Meredith, fourteen in 1900, was the daughter of Thomas 
(1850-1928) and Ella (1851-1919) Meredith. He was a superintendent, 
though the 1900 Towanda census doesn't say of what. They had five other 
children and lived at 602 Second Street in Towanda. Thomas and Ella and 
who is probably a daughter, Florence A. (1890-1922), are all buried in Oak 
Hill}. 

Wednesday, July 3, 1901 

Day dawned very beautifully. (I) went out (and) gave three lessons (and) 
came back about bushed. Jud (Rosengrant) had a wedding in (the) A.M, 
(then we) had dinner. I laid (sic) down (and) rested then went downtown. 
Then, he (Jud) had another wedding. Fannie (Rooker?) and Mabel (Bennett) 
came, (and) we met the bride. They stayed until after the shower then, 
(Jud?) saw he had another wedding. Then, we had supper then started for 
Litchfield. Fannie and Mabel stayed at night with me. 

Thursday, July 4, 1901 

Day dawned very beautifully. Got up, got breakfast, then (the) girls went 
home. I got work all done then dressed, as Frances (Rosengrant?) and I 
were invited up to (the) Rooker' s for the day. We ? had dinner (with the 
Rooker's?) then visited. Frances went to sleep. We stayed to supper then 
came home about nine (o'clock and) sat up awhile then retired. 
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Friday, July 5, 1901 



Did not have any lessons in (the) morning. Took it easy, practiced some, 
had dinner then dressed. Went up to Rebecca (Blackwell)'s (then) came 
home. Dr. Munger? was here? to supper and stayed all night. Mrs. Parsons 
came to call. I played for her, then we all retired. 

(ED: this would be either Mary or Anne Parsons, but I'll have to see if I can 
figure out which one). 

Saturday, July 6, 1901 

Got up, had breakfast then went (and) gave Ruby (Creveling) her lesson 
(and) also, Mary Keating? (then) came back. (I) rested then helped Eva then 
gave Christine (Orcutt) her lesson then went downtown. George Trapp took 
me for ice cream, then I bought some buttons and thread for my new dress. 
Got home?. Mrs. Braund was here. (We?) visited, then Ethel came, then we 
had supper. I then took (baby) Judson up to Mrs. Dietrick, came home (and) 
soon retired. 

{ED: there were two Keating households in Towanda in 1900. I think the 
one being referenced here is that of George (b. 1874) and Mary E. (b. 1875), 
George being, according to the census, a "plummer." With two-year-old 
daughter Hexitta, they lived at 517V2? Main Street}. 

Sunday, July 7, 1901 

Got up after a good night's rest. Got ready (and) went to hose? feast and 
church (and) stayed to Sunday School. As it rained so hard. Miss Krum 
(Jessie Kram?) stayed with me for dinner and all the P.M. Then, I went to 
League. (I) came back (and) stayed for Eva (Rosengrant) to go to church, 
then (she?) came back. Dr. Munger preached. (We) had lunch. 

(ED: The entries listed on the pages for Monday, July 8, 1901 through 
Thursday, July 18, 1901 do not seem to be for those dates but rather for 1902 
and 1903. At the top of the July 8 and July 9 pages, she wrote: "With 
F.D.K. 1902." This, no doubt, would be her future husband, Frank Delano 
Kelly. This section evidently represents events in their courtship through 
May 10, 1903. When she writes "spent," it is apparently to be read, "Frank 
and I spent this time together." The big question is: if all of this didn't 
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happen until beginning in August, 1902 why would the details of that later 
time be on these pages? If they happened later, you'd think these pages 
would be filled with those days' activities, which would have been filled in 
before they met. At any rate, here goes!)

Wesauking (northeast of Towanda) in the evening.

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Tuesday evening, April 14 (1903) spent.

Friday evening, to high school, April 24, (19)03.

Monday, July 22, 1901 

Got up rather late (and) had breakfast. Eva and Jud (Rosengrant) washed. I 
helped do up the work. Had dinner then gave the children a bath then got 
(baby) Judson ready. They all went down to Skinner's Eddy on the 4:30 
train. I stayed (until?) about six (o'clock). I dressed (and) got supper then 
went over to Harriett Obenauer?. Harriet stayed with me all night. We 
visited on the porch then drank brick? Beer? then came to bed. 

Tuesday, July 23, 1901 

Got up (and) built the fire. Harriet stayed to breakfast with me, then I got 
work done. Went up to (the) Bennett's? (and) gave Mabel her lesson, 
visited, then came back. Washed two skirt waists ed? then got dinner, ate it. 
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(got) work done then dressed (and) gave Miss. (Edna) Smiley her lesson 
then went up (and) gave Miss (Martha) Meredith her lesson then went to 
denan?. Came home (and) had something to get downtown. Got paper for 
hat. Louise Wilson came (and) helped make a paper hat. (She) stayed all 
night with me. 

{ED: Edna Smiley (1867-1965), twelve, was the daughter of Orville L. (b. 
1858) and Suzie Smiley (b. 1865). She was bom September 29, 1887 and 
had an older and a younger brother. No occupation was listed for Edna's 
father in the 1900 census, although the 1910 one has him as an insurance 
agent. They lived on Fifth Street about the 400 block in 1900. They were 
members of the First United Methodist Church in Towanda. Edna never 
married. She is buried in Oak Hill next to Frances and Anna Mauger}. 

Wednesday, July 24, 1901. 

Got up, built (a) fire then got breakfast. Louise Wilson stayed after 
breakfast. She sat down (and) finished the hat. Then, Annie (Anna) Deane 
came (and) took her lesson, then I ironed my skirt waists (shirts), dressed, 
then I had supper then got on my wheel (bicycle?) and rode to Monroeton. 
(ED: I can't imagine her riding a bicycle some six to seven miles from 
Towanda to the village of Monroeton to the south). Alice Owen and I took a 
walk through town (and) had (ice) cream. I stayed there all night (and) went 
to bed after ten. 

{ED: Alice L. Owen, eighteen, was the daughter of Melvin J. (b. 1853), 
minister, and Elisa H. Owen. No address was Usted for them in the 1900 
Monroeton census } . 

Thursday, July 25, 1901. 

Got up at six (o'clock), dressed then went downstairs. Had a dandy 
breakfast, had prayers, then I came back (and) gave Miss (Frances?) 
C(ulver?). a lesson then gave Fannie Drake her lesson. Then, I was (went?) 
for? home (and) got dinner. Mrs. (Harriet) Culver invited me over there for 
supper and to stay all night. Gave Celia (Dewey) her lesson, then George 
Rooker came? (and?) called, then I gave Marion (Mariam) K(ingsley) her 
lesson, then I went over to Mrs. (Harriet) C(ulver?). to supper. Went to 
prayer meeting (and) stayed with her all night. 
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{ED: in the 1900 Towanda census, Meyer (b. 1833) and Harriet (b. 1839) 
Culver had two children, Frances, twenty, and Samuel, eighteen. Meyer was 
a fanner, though a street address was listed}. 

Friday, July 26, 1901. 

Got up(, and) it was raining hard. Then, 1 ate breakfast over at (the) 
Culver's, came home (and) swept, etc. Then, (1) got dinner then went 
downtown. Came back (and) then went to Rooker's. Stayed (there) to 
supper (and) had a gay time in (the) evening (and) stayed all night. Met the 
mist? girls?. 

Saturday, July 27, 1901 

Got up (and) went to dressing. Mrs. Rooker called me, (and) 1 went down 
(and) had breakfast (with them?), stayed, then came down (and) picked a 
bouquet (and) took them to Mrs. (Mary) Creveling then went over the river 
(and) gave a lesson (and then) came back. Had to get really?, as I am? going 
to S.E. at H. (4?) Burr? (Hazel Burr?). 1 was invited over to Mrs. Culver's to 
dinner, then I gave Harriet (Obernauer?) her lesson. Came home. 

{ED: In the 1900 Towanda census, there is a Hazel Burr, five, whose parents 
were Julius (b. 1842), salesman, and Mattie (b. 1862). Along with Hazel's 
older sister Sarah, they lived at 615 Third Street}. 

(ED: the following is under the same date but is crossed out. Perhaps the 
date on these events was incorrect.) 

Got packed (and) came home on (the) 7:30 train. Got into Elmira (at?) nine 
(o'clock). Jud and Eva were to meet me. Got home (at) ten, had ice cream, 
visited, retired. 

Sunday, July 28, 1901 

Got up (and) dressed. Did not go to Sunday School. Walter Hammer? 
came. H(arry Cassada?). (and) Mary (Rosengrant), too(, and 1?) was here 
for dinner. We had ice cream and everything. Anna S. did up work. I went 
to League. Jud? had? lead?. Came home, had lunch, (and then) retired. 
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(ED: there is no Walter in Towanda in 1900 who has a last name anything 
close to Hammer). 

Monday, July 29 to Friday, August 9, 1901 
(ED: no entries). 
Saturday, August 10, 1901 

Got up in (the) morning. Eva got ready, and Jud, baby (Judson), and she 
went on the train, then Belle and all the rest (?). Papa drove to Elmira with 
them to take the train. After dinner, we straightened around, took a sleep, 
etc.? and sat on (the) porch then retired. 

Sunday, August 11, 1901 

Got up, got work done then got Helen (Rosengrant, daughter of Jud and Eva) 
ready. The(n?), Mamma and we went to church (and then) came home (and) 
took a nap, then had dinner then Papa and Mamma got ready? (and) drove 
down to Homes? to Elmira (?). I did up the work, helped get Harry's (Harry 
Wilbur Rosengrant, son of Jud and Eva?) things ready then (I?) went to 
League. Had lunch then retired. 

Monday, August 12, 1901 

Got up (and) got dressed. Mrs. Stable (new domestic?) came to wash. 
Harry (Cassada?) started to the Pan-American (Exposition). (I) got ready to 
get to work when George Rooker came. He stayed all the morning and 
stayed to dinner. We had Theracern? to dinner. We had our dinner 
afterwards. He stayed until late in (the) P.M., then I got my work done. (I) 
got a postal (letter?) from Anna that she was coming Wednesday. Had 
supper (and) retired. 

(ED: I can find nothing on a woman named Stable in the 1900 or the 1910 
censuses). 
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Tuesday, August 13, 1901 



Got up, dressed, had breakfast and helped Mrs. Stable iron. Had dinner (and 
then) sent a postal to the triner?, etc. Had dinner, got everything up in shape, 
rested in the afternoon, had supper then retired. 

Wednesday, August 14, 1901 

Got up (and got) dressed. Before breakfast, the trimer? came. Had breakfast 
(and) made my bed. I got clean clothes put away, then I got my wheel 
(bicycle?) ready, then I got ready myself then rode my wheel to Elmira. 
(ED: again, I have been assuming that "wheel" means bicycle, but she surely 
wouldn't have ridden it that far! Perhaps she rode just as far as the train 
station). Got up at (the) station before ten (o'clock). Anna was there 
waiting for me. She got her baggage checked, then we went downtown, 
stayed, then went and got dinner, then took a car for E(lmira?). park. We 
went around say? (and saw?) Mrs. Ayres?, Mrs. Griffin?, etc. Then, (we) 
took a car down to the station (and) saw? the rest of Cantor's? (Canton?) 
crowd?, then we came to Webb Mills, had supper, ice cream, etc. then 
rested?, then played then retired. 

Thursday, August 15 and Friday, August 16, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Saturday, August 17, 1901 

Got up in the morning. Harry (Cassada?) got home on the six (o'clock?) 
train from the Pan-American (Exposition?). He slept until ten (o'clock). 
We had breakfast, played some, then visited with Harry. It rained awfully 

hard, then we had dinner, then Anna packed her dress suitcase, then 1 drove 
to Elmira with her through the rain then got to (the) station, then went 
downtown, got everything, drove home, had supper, then we visited (and 
then) retired. 

(ED: President William McKinley was assassinated at the Pan-American 
Exposition in Buffalo on September 6, 1901, about three weeks after Harry 
was there!) 
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Sunday, August 18 to Friday, August 23, 1901 
(ED: no entries). 
Saturday, August 24, 1901 

Got up in the morning, dressed, (and) had breakfast. (Got) work done, 
rested, had dinner (and) rested again. Belle came home on the five o'clock 
(train) from Towanda. Had supper, visited until bedtime then retired. 

Sunday, August 25 to Friday, August 30, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Saturday, August 31, 1901 

Got up in the morning (and) finished packing. Gave up the idea of stopping 
off at Athens (Pennsylvania). Got Helen (Rosengrant) ready then had 
breakfast. Got ready, (and?) Harry took us to the train. We went downtown 
when we got to Elmira. Got in(to) Towanda a little after one (o'clock), had 
dinner, then I got ready (and) went over near the College to look after some 
pupils then came back, had supper (and then) retired. 

Sunday, September 1 and Monday, September 2, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Tuesday, September 3 and Wednesday, September 4, 1901 

(ED: there are no diary entries for these two days but instead a Ust of names 
including Mary Rosengrant, Ruth Spalding and a Mary Putnam. Many of 
them were her piano students.) 

Thursday, September 5 to Monday, September 9, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 
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Tuesday, September 10 to Thursday, September 12, 1901 

(ED: there are no diary entries for these days but a list of money amounts 
evidently for January to May, 1903). 

Friday, September 13 to Monday, September 16, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Tuesday, September 17 and Wednesday, September 18, 1901 

(ED: there are no diary entries for these dates. There are some notes about 
Christmas presents.) 

Thursday, September 19 to Saturday, October 19, 1901 
(ED: no entries). 
Sunday, October 20, 1901 

Got up in (the) morning, dressed, got breakfast then got ready for church. 
Sang in the choir (then) stayed to Sunday School. Came home, had dinner 
then went to read. 1 had a very bad cold. In the P.M., (the) messenger boy 
came. 1 went to the telephone (and) talked with Belle and Harry. Belle 
invited me to go Phe Pace and? came back. Did not get to L(eague?) or 
church. Retired. 

Monday, October 21 and Tuesday, October 22, 1901 
(ED: no entries). 
Wednesday, October 23, 1901 

Got up, dressed then rode to "pool? town" for help. Came back (and) had 
breakfast. Got a way for my case to go to (the) train. 1 got packed then got 
dressed then went (and) gave Mrs. (Lulu) Hay her lesson then went to (the) 
train. Stopped off at Athens (Pennsylvania) for dinner then took the car to 
Waverly. Got into Elmira (and) went to the (Elmira) college then got my 
train (then came?) home. Walked from the station up (to the house? and) 
surprised them all then had supper (and) visited then retired. 
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{ED: Lulu Hay (1869-1906), thirty one in 1900, was the wife of Lamar Hay 
(1869-1931) who was a photographer. They had a sey en-year-old daughter, 
Margaret, though the context appears to indicate the mother was the one 
getting the piano lesson. Their address is hard to make out from the 1900 
Towanda census. It indicates something about a bank, and this was 
apparently in between the north side of Bridge Street and the north side of 
Main Street. Lamar's studio was in the Citizens and National Bank 
building. The aboye phraseology about Annie going home seems to indicate 
her parents were liying within walking distance of the train station } . 

Thursday, October 24, 1901 

Got up, dressed, had breakfast, then Papa, Mamma and I droye to Elmira. I 
bought me a new skirt then we came home, had a chicken dinner then 
yisited. Got things ready to start for the Pan-American (Exposition in 
Buffalo then) retired. 

Friday, October 25, 1901 

Got up, dressed (and) got (my) suitcase packed. Had breakfast, then we 
went down to Elmira with Harry (Cassada). Started for Buffalo about nine 
A.M. in a special train. Went on to Niagara Falls. We were in the Nixon 
Party. Took cars for the Gorge trip. Got down to Lewistown. One of the 
cars ran off (the) track then (we?) got another car. Came up the Gorge? just 
at night then got back to Buffalo about eight (o'clock), then we went to the 
brounds (grounds?, i.e.. Exposition grounds?). Got back (and) went to bed 
after eleyen (o'clock). 

Saturday, October 26, 1901 

Got up (and) then went came down to breakfast, then we paid. We boarded 
at (the) Young Ladies Christian Accration? Lodge. We then went on the 
(Pan-American Exposition) grounds, stayed with out (our?) party until noon, 
then Belle and I went together (and?) met them? again at the Temple of 
Music (ED: where McKinley was assassinated), then we went (and) had 
lunch then took in the eleyen interior? then went to the gate (and) took a car 
downtown and started home about eight. Had a dandy time then had eight in 
our party. Had lunch (and then) got home to E(lmira?) about twelye. Papa 
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met us, (and we) got home at half after one (o'clock). Got to bed at two 
(o'clock). 

Sunday, October 27 and Monday, October 28, 1901 
(ED: no entries). 
Tuesday, October 29, 1901 

Got up in the morning. Got baggage packed (and) went to Elmira with 
Harry (Cassada), then I went up to Mrs. Griffin? to call, then went to (the) 
station. The Erie (train) was late, so when we got to Sayre the valley 
(specific train?) had gone, so I had to wait there until four (o'clock). Got 
into Towanda (at?) 4:35? (and) went right (and) gave a lesson. Came home 
(and) visited then retired. 

Wednesday, October 30 to Friday, November 1, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Saturday, November 2, 1901 

Got up, dressed, had breakfast, then I started out to give lessons. Came back 
for dinner, dressed then started out again. Got through at four o'clock then 
was invited up to Rooker's to a game dinner. (They) had quite a spread. (I) 
stayed then came down to choir rehearsal with George (Rooker?). Came 
home, read and retired. 

Sunday, November 3 to Wednesday, November 6, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Thursday, November 7, 1901 

Got up, dressed, had breakfast then gave Marion (Mara) Westgate her lesson 
then got beds made. Went over to Celia (Dewey?) 's and stayed to dinner. 
Had a nice time. Came back (and) gave two lessons. Had supper then went 
to prayer meeting. Read until almost twelve then retired. 
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Friday, November 8 to Monday, November 11, 1901 

(ED: no entries. NOTE: the pages for November 9 and 10 were torn out). 

Tuesday, November 12, 1901 

Got up, dressed (and) went downstairs to breakfast. Then, I made beds, 
made out some bills, took them to the Court House then went over to the 
East Side. Gave Celia (Dewey?) and her sister a lesson. Came back (and) 
did some sewing then gave Mary (Rosengrant) her lesson and then Marion 
(Mariam) Kingsley hers. Came home (and) had supper. Then, the juniors? 
had a social and program. 1 played there?, played all the deacon? pleasures?. 
Came home early, read until almost eleven then retired. 

Wednesday, November 13, 1901 

Got up (and) found that it had snowed a little, (the) first of snow this winter. 
Sewed nearly all the forenoon. Went (and) gave Fanny Rooker's lesson, and 
John Dunfee (his lesson?). Came home then went to the Wilcox Frutchey? 
Reception (and) stayed until eight. Had a nice time. Then read until eleven 
(o'clock and) then retired. 

(ED: there were two Frutchey families in Towanda in 1900, but the only one 
there, and in all of Bradford County, with a child old enough to marry was 
Elmer Frutchey and his wife Sarah. Son Fred was seventeen years old. 
Elmer was a farmer, and son Fred was in school. However, this is, again, 
speculative. Elmer and Sarah are not in the Oak Hill Cemetery. The same 
speculation cannot be made regarding the Wilcox side, as there is more than 
one family by that name which could have a daughter old enough to marry). 

Thursday, November 14 to Saturday, November 16, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Sunday, November 17, 1901 

Books read (in?) 1903(:) Silas Mamer (by George Elliot and) Eben Holden 
(by Irving Bacheller). 
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Monday, November 18 to Friday, November 22, 1901 

(ED: no entries). 

Saturday, November 23, 1901 

Got up, dressed and had breakfast. Then, I went out to give lessons. Gave 
them in the morning. Got home for dinner then went out (and) gave two 
lessons. Then, Mamma came on the one o'clock train. I stopped in a few 
minutes to see her, then I went out again (and) gave some more lessons. It 
was raining hard, so Eleanor (Woodruff?, Morris?) walked home with me 
about five. I visited, had supper, then I went over to choir rehearsal, came 
back, visited then retired. 

Sunday, November 24, 1901 

Got up in the morning. It had rained all night (and) was still (raining?). Had 
breakfast, then we got ready (and) went all to church but (except?) Mary 
(Rosengrant) and the baby (Judson?). Mrs. Bass lectured. We stayed to 
Sunday School (and) then came home. Had a fine dinner, visited, then 
Mamma took a nap. I went to Junior League, played then played for senior 
h(igh?), too, then went to church. Came home, had dinner, retired. 

Monday, November 25, 1901 

Got up in (the) morning. It was still raining. We did nothing but visit. I got 
(my?) German (lesson finished?) then had dinner. I dressed (and) went up to 
Mrs. Dietrick('s). Had a nice visit, then I went down to (the? James and 
Emma A.) Lewises and gave Margaret (Lewis) a lesson then came home, ate 
supper then went over to the church to practice for the chorus then came 
back, visited (and then) retired. Papa came on the midnight train. 

Tuesday, November 26, 1901 

Got up. (The Rosengrant?) kids ate (and) got ready for school. We all ate 
later, then we visited, then Jud and Papa went downtown, and Mamma and 
Eva (Rosengrant) and I went later to sew? (serve?) but then (they?) didn't 
need us. Saw the great? parade, as the day of the dedication of the Soldiers' 
Monument (?). Stayed down to chicken pie dinner. 
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Wednesday, November 27 and Thursday, November 28, 1901 
(No entries). 

Friday, November 29, 1901 

Got up, dressed and ate my breakfast. Then, I went (and) gave Mrs. (Lulu) 
Hay her lesson (and then) came back. Papa, Mamma and Frances 
(Rosengrant) went home on the 10-14 (10:14?) train, then I stayed a little 
(and) saw them off. Then, I went (and) gave Marion (Mara) Westgate a 
lesson. Came home (and) had dinner. Then, I gave Martha Meredith a 
lesson. Then, 1 went to Eleanor Woodruffs play musical (?). Then, 1 went 
over on Second St. (and) gave three lessons. Came home then retired. 

Saturday, November 30, 1901 

(No entries). 

Sunday, December 1, 1901 

Got up, dressed and had breakfast. It was a beautiful morning. 1 then I (sic) 
got ready for church. 1 sang in a quartette?. I stayed to Sunday School (and) 
taught a class then came home to dinner. 1 wrote to Katherine and Florence, 
read, went to Junior League and to League then went to a ? meeting at the 
Presbyterian Church with George Rooker. Came home, had lunch then 
retired. 

Monday, December 2, 1901 

Got up, dressed and then had breakfast, then I practiced and gave Floy Lilley 
her lesson. Had dinner, then 1 got ready (and) went to Mrs. Dietrick('s and) 
took mine (sic, German?) lesson then called to Mrs. A(lva, Isabelle). Smith's 
then went over to Mrs. (May) Rooker's on an errand. They made me stay to 
eat turkey, (so) 1 stayed. George brought me home. I then finished a sofa 
pillow, practiced and retired. 

Tuesday, December 3, 1901 

Got up, dressed, had breakfast, then I went down to the P.O. (and) got some 
perfume that Grace Decker had gotten me in New York. Came back.

practiced, then went over to Celia (Dewey?)'s (and) gave her a lesson. Also, 
Hazel (Burr?) came back. Eva and Jud (Rosengrant) went to Greenwood to 
a funeral then came back about four, then I gave Helen (Rosengrant) and 
Mary (Rosengrant) a lesson and ironed some handkerchief (sic) then retired. 

{ED: according to the 1900 Towanda census, Grace Decker (1875-1971), 
24, the daughter of George M. (1846-1931) and Annie Ridgewav (1844- 
1883) Decker, was a Post Office clerk. They lived at 508 (?) Third Street. 
No occupation was listed for George in 1900. Grace evidently never 
married, as she is buried with her parents in the Oak Hill Cemetery in 
Towanda and identified by her maiden name. Interestingly, George had 
three daughters who never married and are buried with him in the Oak Hill 
Cemetery: Grace, Florence (1878-1960) and Ora Marie (1874-1898). 
George's second wife was Marie Ridgeway (1852-1920). Church records 
for the First United Methodist Church of Towanda have her first name as 
Mary. Could it be he married his sister-in-law? This is puzzling, because 
the 1900 census has him marrying his second wife in 1874 when his first 
wife would still have been alive. Could he had divorced Annie and then 
married Marie? } .

Then, I 
went (and) bought a book then went to the station. (The) train was late. Got 
in(to) Elmira about four o'lock. Waited for (the) train home. On the train, 
(1) had quite a visit with Mary W. Horton. Got home, (and) it was snowing. 
Papa met me. (We?) had supper, visited then went to bed. 

Tuesday, December 24, 1901 

Got up, had breakfast then drove to Elmira with Papa in a Cutter (ED: a type 
of sleigh). I did some errands for Mamma then went up to Katherine 
(Pratt?)'s. They were trimming a Xmas tree. 1 made quite a call. Pappa 
came, (and) we came home, had supper, got a present from Katherine and 
Miss (Jessie?) Krum, visited, sang and went to bed. 

Wednesday, December 25, 1901 

(I) got up not very early. Frances (Rosengrant) did, though, (and she) found 
her stocking full. Belle (Cassada) got some presents, and the button? came 
for Papa. Then, I fixed the table for dinner with holly, etc. Had dinner, 
(and) the menu was as follows: turkey, dressing, potatoes, pickels, jelly. 
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cherries, bread, pie, fruit cake, cookies, (and) ice cream. Got work done, had 
a call? then visited. Had some music then retired. Got a taffeta skirt and 
a(n) under skirt, seven kerchiefs, perfume, saschet?, six pictures, pillow, 
comb and brush, apron, (and) brush (and?) many other? presents. 

Thursday, December 26, 1901 

Got up (and) got ready. Mamma and I drove to the (Pine?) City. I went up 
to Katherine (Pratt)'s to dinner, then in (the) P.M., Mamma came. She did 
some shopping, then I went to get the horse, then we drove home. It snowed 
before we got here. We had supper then visited, (and) retired early.

A "Cash Account" section contains bills, expenses, etc. too numerous to list 
here. There are some interesting items, however. Wherever she was staying 
during that time, she was evidently paying $1.50 per week for board. A 
March 30, 1901, trip home cost her $1.14; the trip back was $1.19. In April, 
1901, she bought a hat for $6.50. Evidently the cost of doing her laundry in 
May, 1901 was $.20. A June, 1901 trip to Elmira ran $.50, the dinner for 
three while there was $.75. A trip to a Dr. Kingsley, perhaps Dr. William 
Boss Kelly's partner, set her back $4.75 on September 25, 1901. On 
December 23, 1902, she had dinner in Waverly, New York for $.65. On 
January 4, 1902, a trip to Canton, Pennsylvania cost $2.30. Two days later, 
a trip to Towanda cost $1.12. Supper on February 14 of that year came to 
$.25. What was evidently train fare from Towanda to Sayre was $.85, and 
the return fare from Sayre to Elmira was $1 .08. Hack (carriage) fare on that 
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trip was $.50. On March 13, 1902, she bought tickets for a concert for $.50. 
On March 31, a pair of stockings was $.25. She spent $25 for a suit on April 
1. While on the April, 1902 Philadelphia trip mentioned below, she 
evidently spent $17.00. On May 31 of that year, it cost her $2.00 to repair 
her "wheel," i.e., bicycle?. A June, 1902, trip home cost her $2.16. August 
carfare to several places varied from $.05 to $54. On August 20, 1902, 
carfare and a soda was $.15. On September 2, she bought a silk dress for 
$6.50. At the end of this section is a total amount of $236.26 for a given 
period of time. While there may have been mistakes in her addition or I may 
have read amounts incorrectly, it appears to me that her total expenses for 
the period from January, 1901 to September, 1902 were $364.52. She does 
not list rent or room, so she may have been staying with her sister Eva for 
board. 

(A "Summary" section makes reference to some trips including one to 
Philadelphia from April 30 to May 14, 1902). 
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
